[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HALIFAX (N. 8.,) July 6.—In one 
of the thick fogs which, at this time 
of year, hang like a pall over the 
Grand Banks and Sable Island in the 
North Atlantic occurred, in the early 
morning of July 4, one of the most ap- 
palling ocean disasters in the annals 
of transatldntic commerce, and, in fact, 
in the history of steam as of the 
world. 

Without a moment’s warning, almost, 
the great French liner La Bourgogne 
with 725 souls on board, was run down 
by the iron sailing ship Cromartyshire 
and sank within half an hour, carry- 
ing with her to the ocean’s bottom 
over five hundred of her passengers and 
crew, while the balance, who were 
not drawn down by the terrible suc- 
tion, struggled and fought for life un- 
til 163 were at length rescued by thé 
crew of the Cromartyshire, which ship 
survived the collision. 

The story of the fearful disaster from 
the few officers and members of the 
crew who were saved, is yet to be told, 
but if the words of the passengers who 
were dragged aboard the Cromarty- 
shire, and later brought into this port 
by the steamer Grecian, are to be be- 
lieved, the last few minutes on board 
the La Bourgogne witnessed some of 
the most terrible scenes of horror and 
cruelty that have blotted the history 
of a civilized race. 

Instead of the heroic @iscipline which 
so often has been the one bright fea- 
ture of such awful moments, the crew 
of the steamer fought like demons for 
the few lifeboats and rafts, battering 
the helpless passengers away from 
their only means of salvation, with 
the result that the strong overcame 
the weak, for tne list of 163 saved con- 
tains the name of but one woman. . 

The disaster occurred at 5 o'clock in 
the morning of Monday, July 4, about 
sixty miles south of Sable Island, 
which lies nearly a hundred miles off 
this port. The Bourgogne had left New 
York bound for Havre the previous 
Saturday, while the Cromartyshire was 
on fer way over from Glasgow with a 
crew of twenty-one men. 

Although the transatlantic steamships 
have a definite course, the La Bour- 
gogne was, by all accounts, forty miles 
or more to the north, of these lines. 
The fog was very dense, and the Cro- 
martyshire was sailing along with re- 
duced canvas and blowing the fog horn, 
Suddenly, out of the fog rushed a great 
steamer, and in @2 moment there was 
@ fearful crash, the iron prow of the 
steamship plunging into the port side 
of the ship just under the bridge. 

The shock was terrific, and tore @ 
tremendous -hole in the steamer, while 
the entire bow of the ship was de- 
molished. The steamer plunged on 
through the fog, her whistles crying for 
help and her rockets signaling her dis- 
tress. The Cromartyshire was rounded 
to, and her master, Capt. Henderson, 
was considerably relieved in finding 
thet she was in no danger of sinking. 
Off to the eastward could be heard the 
hoarse call of the steamer, and as the 
fog began to lift, all the boats on the 
ship were launched. Half an hour after 
the collision the misty curtain went up, 


giving a clear view for miles, and then 


it was that those on the Cromartyshire 
realized the fearful struggle for life. 


On board the Bourgogne the collisiog

high will, and Who has thus far vouch- 
safed to us the light of His face and 
led our brave soldiers and seamen to 
victory.

“I therefore ask the people of the 
United States, upon next assembling 
for divine worship in their respective 
places of meeting to offer thanksgiving 
to Almighty God, who, in His inscrut- 
able ways, now leading our hosts upon 
the waters to unscathed triumph, now 
guiding them in a strange land through 
the dread shadows of death to success, 
even though at a fearful cost, now 
bearing them without acident or loss 
to far distant climes, has watched over 
our cause and brought nearer the suc- 
cess of the right and the attainment of 
just and honorable peace. ; 

“With the nation’s thanks let there 

be mingled the nation’s prayers that 
our gallant sons may be shielded from 
harm alike on the battlefields and in 
the clash of fleets, and be spared the 
scourge of suffering and disease while 
they are striving to uphold their coun- 
try’s honor; and withal, let the nation’s 
heart be stilled with the holy awe at 
the thought of the noble men who have 
perished as heroes die, and be filled 
with compassionate sympathy for all 
those who suffer bereavement or en- 
dure sickness, wounds and bonds by 
reason of the awful struggle, and 
above all, let us pray with earnest fer- 
vor that He, the dispenser of all good, 
may speedily remove from us the un- 
told afflictions of war, and bring to our 
dear land the blessings of restored 
peace, and to all the domain now rav- 
aged by the cruel strife the priceless 
boon of security and tranquility.

OFF DAY FOR “WAR.” 


DEPARTMENTS WERE RATHER 
QUIDT YESTERDAY. 


Sueh Bulletins as Were Posted Did 
mot Indicate a Forward Move- 
ment of the Army or Navy—Sit. 
uation Summed Up — Exchange 
for Hobson. — 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—By com- 
parison with what has gone before, to- 
day was very quiet at the War and 
Navy departments. There were bul- 
letins posted in the former department. 
but there were none of more recent 
date than yesterday, and, so far from 
indicating an impending battle, the 
general tendency of these bulletins was 
to show that no forward movement ig 
in absolutely immediate contempla- 
tion. : 

Deep concern is felt here at the de- 
privations and sufferings of our troops 
lying in trenches and field hospitals 
surrounding Santiago, and there is 
everywhere a disposition to insist that 
hereafter haste shall be made slowly, 
and that the equipment of our soldiers, 
their commissary and quartermaster’s 
supplies, their ammunition and their 
hospital stores shall be complete in 
every respect before they advance fur- 
ther. This is likely to be the rule, 
even at the expense of time, and in 
the face of the criticism of an element 
that has been vehemently insisting 
upon rushing the campaign without re- 
gard to cost in blood and money. 

Confidence is felt that there will be 
no friction between the army anda navy 
commanders, and that the conference 
between them will result in an acree- 
ment on a joint plan for the prosecu- 
tion of the campaign.

Sampson did not report today to the 
Navy Department, but the War De- 
partment sent over a very agreeable 
message from. Shafter announcing the 
readiness of the Spaniards to exchange 
Hobson and his men. It is believed 
that this was accomplishefl some time 
during the day, though notice of it has 
not yet been received. 

The fact that several of the vessels 
selected for Watson's fleet were in the 
thick of the engagement of July 3 
promises to delay somewhat the de- 
parture of the eastern squadron for the 
shores of Spain. The vessels have con- 
sumed a great deal of coal, and doubt- 
less have expended a large quantity of 
their highest grade of ammunition in 
the furious attack on the steel war- 
ships of the Spaniards. It will be 
necessary to replenish these stores be- 
fore the long ocean voyage is begun. 


.However,Secretary Long has given rush 


orders for the preparation of this 
squadron, and it certainly will be off 
in the course of a few days.. 

The movements of the Cadiz fleet are 
very puzzling to our experts here. 
Weakened as it is by the sending back 
of the torpedo-boat destroyers, the 
Spanish squadron bound for the Philip- 
pines seems destined to go to a sure 
destruction, as did Cervera’s unlucky 
ships when they headed westward from 
the Cape Verde Islands. The Span- 
jards are without doubt fully aware of 
the inferiority of their fleet, and why 
they persist in sending it to be sunk 
in the Philippines is a mystery. 
The department was advised today 
that the squadron was passing through 
the Suez Canal, and as the vessels must 
have paid the heavy toll required in 
advance, the indications are now re- 
garded as conclusive that the ships are 
actually bound for the Philippines. This 
belief stimulates the preparations here 
for Watson’s sailing. He will strike 
straight after Camara, who in the end 
is doomed to be caught between Wat- 
son and Dewey. 

The report that the fine ship Yankee, 
lying at Tompkinsville, just from Cuba, 
had yellow fever, caused a good deal 
of worry at the department, until Capt. 
Brownson telegraphed during the day 
that there was absolutely no fever on 
the ship, and that she was not in quar- 
antine. 

Secretary Long regarded the report 
that the Alfonso XIT had been de- 
stroyed while trying to run the Havana 
blockade as the best news of the day.} 
It had not come to him in any direct 
official way, but through a report from" 
Gen. Greely, chief sigrial officer, who 
had received a message stating briefly 
that the Spanish ship had been over- 
hauled near Mariel, while trying to 
get through the blockade, and was a 
total loss as a result of the fire upon 
her. Both the Secretary and Gen. 
Greely regarded the report as authen- 
tic, but there was a desire to get more 
details as this has been something of

The Alfonso XII is an iron gun- 
boat with one screw, one funnel and 
One military mast, bark-rigged, 280 
feet long, 44 feat beam, and 15 feet 
draught.

She was the best armored cruiser 
in the Spanish navy, and if she can 
be floated and repaired, will make a 
valuable acquisition to the .American 
navy. Mr. Allen is hopeful also that 
the Vizcaya and Oquendo can be 
saved in part. Information has reached 
the department that the hulls are not 
badly damaged. The contract with the 
Merritt Wrecking Company is by the 
day, and may be cancelled at any time 
if the government finds the salvage is 
not progressing satisfactorily. Two 
large wrecking vessels left Norfolk to- 
day to begin svork upon the Colon, Viz- 
caya and Oquendo. 

Quartermaster-General Ludington is 
going to sell the first bale of cotton 
grown in the United States tifis year, 
for the benefit of the United States 
hospital service, now. so severely taxed 
by the war. A day or two ago, Presi- 
dent McKinley received from H. and 
B. Beer of New Orleans the following 
letter: ‘“‘We express today to you the 
first bale of cotton of the’ new crop to 
be disposed of in such manner as yo 
see fit, for the benefit of the hospit&l 
fund.” 

The President sent this note to the 
War Department, with instructions to 
accept the cotton. The cotton will be 
forwarded to New York, where it avill 
be auctioned off toward the end of the 
week. The expectation is that the cot- 
ton will bring a fancy figure, in view 
of the use to which the money is des- 
tined.

Cervera Got His Orders to Skip 
Out.

How Admiral Cervera came to 
meet his fate as he did is now known. 
When the Madrid government heard of 
the results of the battling before San- 
tiago, July 1, it-cabled to Gen. Linares, 
Gen. Blanco and Admiral Cervera for 
the real state of affairs. Then, imme- 
diately, on ascertaining that reinforce- 
ments could not possibly arrive in time 
to relieve the Spanish fortunes of war 
on land, or to save Santiago and the 
fleet, the government cabled Saturday 
asking advice of Admiral Cervera.

SPANISH PRISONERS MUTINEER 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—A _ special 
dispatch to the Evening Star, dated 
off Santiago, via Port Antonio, Ja- 
maica, July 6, says: “After the de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet, some 
450 of the men of the Maria Teresa 
were placed as prisoners on the Flar- 
vard. For some reason not yet as- 
certained, these men mutinied. The of- 
ficers and crew of the Harvard were 
not unprepared, however, and the mu- 
tineers were fired upon. Six Span- 
iards were killed outright and twelve 
wounded. This taught them a lesson 
and restored qufet.” 


CUBAN VOLUNTEER EXPEDITION 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK July 6A World spe- 
cial from Washington says: “The Cu- 
ban delegation has been advised of 
the safe arrival in Cuba of the sec- 
ond expedition of Cuban volunteers 
from the United States under command 
of Gen. Emilio Nufiez.

Owing 
to there being so many officers above 
him, he was afraid he would not get a 
ship, and implored the government to 
give him command of some vessel, if it 
were only a rowboat.

BATTLE OF SIBONEY. 


GEN, WHEELER PUSHED TO THE 
FRONT TOO FAR. 


Story of a Special Correspondent 
Whe Was with the Cavalry 
atthe Front. . 


FIRE WAS TERRIBLY EFFECTIVE 


FIGHT COVERED NEARLY THREE 
MILES OF TERRITORY. 


Death of Capt. Capron—Enemy Takes 
Refuge in Blockhouses—Ameri- 
can Skirmishes a Series 
of Victories, 


(BY DIRECT 

NEAR SIBONEY, TEN MILES 
EAST OF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 
25.—[{Exclusive Dispatch.] I returned 
from the field at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon tg Baiquiri Bay, with a member 
of Gen. Lawton’s staff. If it is impos- 
sible to get general information in the 
field, it is certainly out of the question 
to get it anywhere else. I saw a little 
of Thursday’s fighting and none of 
Friday’s, although I was with the cav- 
alry at the front, yet am informed 
that a mail-left here last night, bring- 
ing full details of both battles. An- 
other mail leaves by gunboat at 5 
a.m. I am to return this evening, so 
will send as brief and accurate a@ nar- 
ration of what has occurred up to to- 
night as time will warrant. 

The American army, consisting up to 
this time of Gen. Lawton’s division, 
Gen. Kurts’s division and the United 
States cayalry and Roosevelt’s Rough 
Riders, under command of Gen. 
Wheeler, constitute the invading force. 
Capt. Best’s battery of the Fifth Ar- 
tillery left here this morning for Si- 
boney, twenty-five miles toward San- 
tiago, and three other batteries of light 
artillery leave early in the morning. 
This entire force is following the ad- 
vance of the 2000 Cuban regulars un- 
der Col. Castillo, a brother of Gen. 
Castillo, The Cubans have had the ex- 
perience of years in the conduct of this 
war. They know the country and 
know the habits of the Spaniards. At 
11 o’clock Thursday morning, this force, 
having a patrol or small advance guard

out, came upon a body of about 900 | 


Spaniards in a gully or arroyo, about 
three miles from Juraguasito. This 
town it within a very short distance 
of Siboney, also a small place. 

I was with Dr. Eschevarria of Col. 
Castillo’s staff when the firing began. 
The entire Cuban force was on foot, 
except half a dozen officers. The 
densely-wooded character of the coun- 
try provents one from seeing a dozen 
yards in any direction. A small body 
of the enemy, not more than a dozen, 
I should say, appeared before us at a 
distance of 300 yards. We were able 
to see them only for a few seconds as 
they passed the open bed of the draw. 

I confess I had a very meeger opin- 
ion of the Cuban soldier, for I had 
judged him by ‘his appearance. Ragged 
as a tramp, dirty, half-starved, gaunt 
and sallow, he looks anything but a 
fighting man. But when a Spaniard 
appears, he takes on the character of 
@ bull terrier. He handles his mur- 
derous Lee rifle like an expert, as I 
speedily saw, but as soon as the maga- 
zine is exhausted, slings it over his 
shoulder, draws his keen machete, an@ 
goes in with an absolute viciousness 
that is a revelation. 

The firing was spirited for half an 
hour, and covered a widely-extended 
line, the Spaniards retreating toward 
the west, where, in the direction of 
Siboney, they have a series of block- 
houses. Couriers were sent back to 
Baiquiri Bay notifying Gen. Shafter 
that the Cubans had engaged the Span- 
lards five miles from the American 
camp. Gen. Lawton’s division, which 
had already been deployed as skirmish- 
ers, received the news first, and ‘hur- 
ried to the front with all possible 
speed. 

The general assembly was sounded, 
as soon as the courier reached Bai- 
quiri Bay, and the great camp packed 
up instanter. During the afternoon the 
Cubans and a portion of Gen. Law- 
ton’s command had frequent skirmishes 
with the retreating enemy, but with a 
loss of only ,four Americans and five 
Cubans for the day. The Spanish loss 
probably reached forty during the sev- 
eral skirmishes. At nightfall, the 
armies encamped near Siboney, the 
enemy having retreated toward that 
town. Early Thursday morning Gen. 
Wheeler commanding the cavalry, in- 
cluding the squadrons from the First, 
Second, Third, Tenth and First volun- 
teers, pushed on out the Sfboney trail. 

Gen. Lawton remained in his posi- 
tion. Gen. Wheeler, it is said—and the 
information came from a staff officer 
of high rank-—was ordered to advance 


;cautiously about one mile beyond Law- 


ton’s position. He greatly exceeded 
his distance, and while this command, 
headed by the First United States Cav- 
alry and the First United States Volun- 
teer Cavalry was crossing’ a defile, a 
small body of Spaniards were discov- 
ered. The enemy opened fire instantly 
and several men fejl. The cavalry, only 
two squadrons of which were mounted, 
charged the position of the Span- 
iards, who retreated, firing furiously. 

In a few minutes, the main body of 
the army, numbering between 1000 and 
1600 troops opened fire. The cavalry 
was advanced in skirmish line and 
poured in a terribly @ffective fire. The 
fight lasted over two Tiours, and cov- 
ered an extent of nearly three miles of 
the thickly-wooded hills. Maj. J. M. 
Bell, received a slight wound, but has 
been widely reported as killed. He is 
still on duty in the fleld, and calls it 
a mere scratch. 

Capt. A. K. Capron, First United 


States Cavalry Volunteers, formerly 
second lieutenant of the Seventh 
United States Cavalry, was killed. 


Capt. T. T. Knox, First Cavalry, was 
shot through the liver, and will prob- 
ably die. Lieut“ G. L. Byram, First 
United States Cavalry, was _ slightly 
wounded. Six enlisted men were killed 
and seventeen wounded, according to 
the best information I could get. Capt. 
A. Capron, First Artillery, was on the 
ship Comal wren the news of the death 
of his son, Capt. A. K. Capron, was 
brought in. The anguish of the be- 
reaved father, compelled to remain 
where he was until his battery is un- 
loaded, was pitiful. The young man 
leaves a widow in the States. 

The Cubans took no part in this fight, 
as it occurred four miles to the left of

still there. They are surrounded by 
12,000 troops, and as soon as Capt. C.

I came in at 3 o'clock. On the pier 
a group of war correspondents were re- 
lating the sensational news of the cap- 
ture of Capt. Best's battery within two 
and a half miles of Baiquiri Bay. As I 
passed it four miles out and within a 
mile of its destination, I know the re- 
port is false. If it has fallen into the 
hands of the enemy a new force of 
Spanish has developed in that section of 
the country wholly in the control of the 
Americans, which is extremely unlikely. 

The American arms have been vic- 
torious from the moment the army 


} landed. The town of Baiquiri, garri- 


soned by Spanish regulars, was sur- 
rounded on all sides by rifle pits. The 
Spanish commandant was writing a let- 
ter to his chief in Santiago early in the 
morning of the 2ist. The letter said in 
substance: “Have no fear for us here. 
We are amply able to drive off the 
Yankee pigs, no mater how many may 
come, either by land or sea.” It must 
have been about 8 o’clock when he got 
that far. The New Orleans suddenly 
hove in sight around the point, and a 
6-inch shell made a perfect colander of 
the little wooden house in which he sat. 
He fied, and he went in such a hurry 
that he forgot to mail his letter, and it, 
with a large amount of cartridges and 
provisions, fell into the hands of the 
Cubans. 

The Spaniards set fire to the plant of 
the Spanish-American Cane Company 
and started to burn the railroad cars 
on the big cantilever trestle, but a shell 
struck the blockhouse on the cliff about 


-that time and they started to run. They 


have been running ever since, so far 
as can be determined, except when 
pressed too closely and compelled to 
fight. 

-Our warships have shelled Juaqua- 
risito and burned it, and as I write I 
can see from the little hut window @ 
score of fires which mark the demoli- 
tion of Spanish blockhouses and build- 
ings of. various sorts by them before 
their departure. The fight at Siboney 
will be complete in the morning, then 
the road to Santiago will be practically 
opened. 

The Spanish forces canot concentrate 
there, for half the 12,000 are fighting for 
their lives at Gwantanamo at this hour 
against Garcia’s entire army and our 
force of landed marines supported by 
our gunboats in the harbor. All the 
mines in the harbor have been located 
and destroyed. 

The bombardment of the 19th, 21st 
and 234 at Santiago have demolished 
Moro Castle, the last remaining de- 
fense at the harbor entrance. One bat- 
tery of four guns inside the harbor 
remains. The land attack, which will 
come in a few days, with the entire 
strength of our artillery, cavalry and 
infantry, combined with the Cuban 
forces and the warships now there, will 
mark the beginning of the end, if not 
of the downfall of Spain as a nation. J 
leave tonight with Battery A, Twenty- 
second Artillery, for Siboney, and will 
send further news by the next means 
that may come to hand.

‘Section 2—That the thanks of Con- 
gress and the American people are 
hereby extended through Commodore 
Schley to the officers and men under 
his command for the gallantry and skill 
exhibited by them on that occasion. 

“Sec. 3—That the President of the 


| United States be requested to cause 


this resolution to be communicated to 
Commodore Schley, and through him 
to the officers and men under his com- 
mand.” 

Commenting upon the resolution, Mr. 
Pettigrew said the impression had been 
conveyed to the public that “not Com- 
modore Schley but another man” had 
achieved the great success “I know,” 
declared he, “we shall be obliged to 
remove that impression by absoulte 
proof to the contrary. All the ac- 
counts of the battle agree that Com- 
modore Schley was in command of the 
vessels of our fleet. He pursued the 
last of the Spanish vessels sixty miles, 
and personally brought to an end the 
most remarkable naval duel ever 
fought.”’

CAMARA AT SUEZ, 


PELAYO FOLLOWS OTHER BOATS 
INTO THE HARBOR. 


It is Reported That He Will not Be 
Allowed to Stay There Long. 
Also That He Has Been Ordered 
Home.

NEW YORK, July 6.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A Tribune cablegram from 
Suez, timed 9 p. m., says Camaras 
squadron is now in Suez Harbor, the 
Palayo having reached there at 7 
o'clock this evening, preceded by other 
ships, which came out of the canal at 
intervals since this morning. It was 
not until his arrival at Ismaila that 
Camara received official information of 
the destruction of Cervera’s fleet. 

Dispatches from Madrid which Ca- 
mara communicated on Monday at Port 
Said to his officers announced that 
Cervera had succeeded in forcing the 
blockade, consequently there was great 
rejoicing on board during the passage 
of the canal. Meanwhile, no indica- 
tion can be discovered that Santiago 
news has changed Camara’s original 
plans. According to the present ar- 
rangements the fleet, after further 
transhipment of coal from the colliers 
in the Red Sea, will proceed on its 
long journey. 

The correspondent had a good view 
of Camara’s blue jackets and troops. 
They are in good health, but the sol- 
diers are very young, being 
mere boys. They wear the blue and 
striped regulation cotton Philippine 
uniforms.

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) July 6.— 
Thousands of people met the launches 
of the English and American warships 
at the waterside at Santiago, and 
when the foreign residents learned that 
passengers would be taken off, the 
English and Austrian consulates were 
besieged by hundreds imploring a 
chance to leave. One Spanish mer- 
chant, in a pitiable state of alarm, of- 
fered the British Consul, Mr. Rams- 
den, $15,000 in gold to designate him 
as a British-Cuban, worthy to be taken 
away. Those brought to Jamaica came 
in the clothes they stood in, some even 
with absolutely no kind of baggage, 
having thoughts only of escaping with 
their lives. 

The non-combatants in the city were 
in a state of desperate panic. Miss 
Ramsden, the British Consul’s daugh- 
ter, says the American shells flew 
around their house on Saturday and 
Sunday morning. Mr. Ramsden could 


not leave Santiago, and his wife would - 


not. 

The report was that the city would 
be bombarded yesterday, beginning at 
19 o'clock in the morning, or at noon. 
The reports varied. No one seems to 
know accurately the strength of the 
Spanish forces in the city and its en- 
virons, but 9000 appears a probable es- 
timate of those fit for duty. Streams 
of wounded have been flowing in day 
and night from the firing lines. Every 
fifth house in Santiago is an impro- 
vised hospital. 

The sailing of Admiral Cervera’s fleet 
had a bad effect on the soldiers. They

ANOTHER ACOOUNT. 


Capt. Hénderson’s Log—The Victims 
and Survivors, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HALIFAX (N. &.,) July 6.—The Brit- 
ish iron ship Cromartyshire was towed 
in bere this morning by the Allan liner 
Grecian, with her bow torn away by a 
collision sixty miles south of Sable Is1- 
and, with the French steamer La Eour- 
gogene, The latter vessel, which went 
down ten minutes later, left New York 
last Saturday for Havre. Of the hun- 
dreds of passengers and the crew on 
board La Mourgogne only about two 
hundred were saved. One woman was 
saved by her husband. The captain 
and other officers went down with the 
ship. The Cromartyshire laid to and 
picked up the 200 pasengers and sea- 
men who were rescued, transporting 
them to the Grecian, which came along 
shortly afterward. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

The log’of the Cromartyshire, signed 
by Capt. Henderson, is as follows: 
“On July 4, at5a.m., dense fog,’ posi- 
tion of ship sixty miles south of Sable 
Island; ship by wind on the port tack 
heading about W.N.W., though under 
decided canvas, going about four or 
five knots per hour. Our fog horn was 


kept @oing regularly every minute. At 
that time heard a steamer’s whistle on 
our west port side, or port beam, which 
seemed to be nearing very fast. We 


blew horn and were answered by 
steamer’s whistle, when all of a sudden 
she loomed through the fog gn our port 
bow and crashed into us, going at a 
terrific speed. Even the foretopmast 
and main topgallant mast came down, 
bringing with it yards and everything 
attached. I immediately ordered the 
boats out and .went to examine the 


damage. I found that our boats were 
completely cut off and the plates 
twisted. The other ship disappeared 


through the fog. However, our ship 
was tloating on her collision bulkhead, 
so there seemed no immediate danger 
of her sinking. 

“We set to work immediately to clear 
the wreckage. Qur starboard anchor 
was hanging over the starboard bow 
and in danger of punching holes in the 
bow. I heard a steamer blowing her 
whistle on coming back, and we ans- 
wered with our fog horn. The steamer 
then threw up a rocket and fired a shot. 
We also threw up some rockets and. 
red several shots, but we neither saw 
nor head anything. Shortly after, or 
about 5:30 o'clock, the fog lifted some- 
what and we saw the two boats pulling

We signalled them to come alongside, 
and found that the steamer was La 
Bourgogne from New York for Havre. 
and that she had gone down. We laid 
to all day and received on board about 
two hundred survivors from among 
the passengers and crew, reported to be 
in all about six hundred. Several of 
the passengers were on life rafts with- 
out oars, and I called for volunteers 
from among my crew and the surviving 
French seamen to bring those rafts 
alongside the ship. Some of the passen- 
gers and seamen from the sunken 
steamer assisted us and we jettisoned 
some thirty-six tong of cargo from our 
forehold in order to lighten the ship. 
“At about 3 p.m. another steamer 
hove in sight, bound westward. We 
put up our signals, ‘N.C.’ (want assist- 
ance.) Shortly after a steamer bore 
down toward us. She proved to be the 
Grecian, bound from Glasgow to New 
York. The captain agreéd to take these 
passengers on board, and also agreed to 
tow my ship to Halifax. Owing to the 
condition of my ship I accepted the of- 
fer and proceeded at once to tranship 
the passengers and get ready our tow 
line. At 6 p.m. we had made a con- 
nection and proceeded in tow of the 
Grecian toward Halifax, having put a 
sail over the broken bow to take part 
of the strain off the collision bulkhead. 
There was at that time fourteen feet 
of water in the forepeak.”’ 
CAPTAIN'S WIFE’S STORY. 
Mrs. Henderson, wife of the captain, 
was on board the Cromartyshire with 
her two children. She tells-a thrilling 
story of the térrible experience. The 
weather was foggy, and she had risen 
from her bunk at an early hour, as 
avas her custom when the weather 
was bad. Shortly before the vessels 
came together, she heard a whistle on 
the port side. The Cromartyshire was 
sounding her fog horn at intervals of 
one minute. Mrs. Henderson called the 
attention of her ‘husband to the sound- 
ings of the whistle, and a minute later 
the mate, who was on watch, also de- 
tected the sound. It came nearer and 
nearer, and Mrs. Henderson stood near 
the cabin in order to rescue her chil- 
dren should a disastér® occur: Sud- 
denly the huge hulk of an ocean liner 
loomed up in the mist, going about 
seventeen knots an hour. Almost im- 
mediately there was a fearful crash. 
Mrs. Henderson rushed below and 
found ‘her children awakened by the 
shock. She dressed the little ones as 
quickly as possible. and removed them 
to the deck, expecting see her own 
ship go down any minute. 
Capt. Henderson, as soon as the col- 
lision occurred, ordered the boats to be 
lowered, and the damage to be ascer- 
tained. As it was found that the 
Cromartyshire was in immediate dan- 
ger, the Britisher put about. The ves- 
sel with which they had collided was 
at that time unknown. A few minutes 
later her whistle was heard and sev- 
eral rockets were sent up. Capt. Hen- 
derson replied in like manner, think- 
ing the steamer was offering assistance, 
but in a few minutes all was quiet, 
and those on beard began to realize 
the awful results of the collision. 

At 6:30 o’clock the fog lifted, and 
two boats were seen approaching with 
only men on board. Later the weather 
cleared still more, and men were to 
be seen in every direction clinging to 
wreckage and floating on life rafts. It 
was a terrible scene. No one can pic- 
ture the appalling sight revealed to the 
onlookers when the curtain of mist 
arose. The work of rescue was com- 
menced avithout a moment's delay, and 
over two hundred persons were picked 
up and taken on board the ship. | 

Mrs. Henderson, who had ample op 
portunity of interviewing those who 
were rescued, expressed her belief from 
what ‘she heard that there ‘had been 


no effort to save the women. There 
were many foreigners on board, who 
fought for places in the boats. It was 


fully ten minutes to a quarter of an 
hour. before La Bourgogne went down, 
and during that time there was ample 
opportunity to rescue at least some of 
the women and children. As it was, 
only one woman, Mrs. la Casse, was 
saved. She has been on board ever 
since. She is the wife of A. D. la 
Casse, a teacher of languages of Plain- 
field, N. J. The crew of the Cromar- 
tyshire comment freely upon the fact 
that only one woman was saved out of 
300. Nearly all the first-class passen- 
gers were lost, those saved being steer- 
age and sailors. La Casse and his 
wife were in the awater eight hours 
clinging. to a raft, before they were 
picked up by a boat from the Cromarty- 
shire. They lost everything, but what 
they stand in, including money and 
valuables. One passenger was going 
home to France with his two children, 
his wife having died a month previ- 
ously. He was saved, but his two 
babies went down with the ship. Mrs. 
la Casse says the officers bravely 
stayed by their posts, going down with 
the ship.

Cape Sabie. The passengers. with the 
sole exception of Prof. la Casse, were 
below deck. Without 4varning came the 
terribié shock. La Cagse pushed to his 
stateroom on the saldon deck and got 
his wife out of bed and partly dressed. 
They hastened on deck only to be pre- 
cipitated into the water. They were 
not long in the water, however, when 
they found a.partly-submerged raft, 
upon. which he lifted his unconscious 
Wife and clung to it himself. Some of 
the boats, La Casse says, capsized, and 
all on board were drowned. The strug- 
and the terrible screams of the 
rowning, made the situation an awe- 
inspiring onhe, never to be forgotten. 
One man on Bourgogne when the 
ship sank went out of his mind, and 
jumped to a watery grave. 

On the morning of the collision, Capt. 

Henderson was on the poop with the 
third mate, A. Stewart. Sailor Haley 
was on the lookout, and First Officer 
Killman was also on the _ forecastle 
deck. The Cromartyshire was making 
about five knots an hour, with several 
sails set, and taking in all the time. 
Not a sound was heard, until lookout 
Haley saw a large steamer half a ship’s 
length ahead on the port bow. In an 
instant the Cromartyshire’s jib-boom 
struck the Bourgogne’s bridge and the 
sailing vessel crashed into the liner, 
stoving a big hole near thé engine-room. 
La Bourgogne scraped the whole length 
of the Cromartyshire’s portside, and 
then she steered off. La Bourgogne 
blew long, mournful whistles for assist- 
ance. ird Mate Stewart of the 
Cromartyshire says that the French- 
man evidently thought that the Bour- 
gogne had sunk the colliding vessel. 
The boats were sent out and nearly 
200 passengers were saved. At the 
time of the collision Third Mate Stewart 
says La Bourgogne was going about 
the rate of eighteen or nineteen knots 
an hour, through a dense fog, shutting 
out everything more than twenty yards 
away. 
About three hours after the Cro- 
martyshire picked up the survivors, the 
Allan liner.Grecian was sighted and 
took the Cromartyshire in tow. About 
8 o'clock that evening, three miles 
away, Third Mate Stewart heard guns 
and saw three rockets go up and a 
blue light, the signal of distress, burn- 
ing. The Grecian signalled the Cro- 
martyshire that she was going to assist 
the vessel signalling. In a few min- 
utes, however, the light disappeared 
and no more guns or rockets were dis- 
charged. The vessel certainly having 
sunk. Prof. La Casse, one of the sur- 
vivors, is of the opinion that there was 
a third vessel in the collision, as he 
saw La Bourgogne sink within ten min- 
utes after the collision.

HORRIBLE EXPERIENCES.

LAKDB COLLISION, 


4 Steamer State of@New York Strues 


by a Whaleback. 
; [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CLEVELAND, (Ohio,) July 6.—A dis- 
astrous collision occurred on the lake 
three miles from the mouth of the river 
shortly after 1 o’clock this morning. 
The passenger steamer State of New 
York is badly damaged, almost all the 
upper works on the port side having 
been swept away by the prow of the 
whaleback Henry Cort, bound in. 

The State of New York left her moor- 
ing shortly after midnight bound for 
Toledo. She carried about two hun- 
dred passengers. The big whaleback 
steamer Henry Cort was due to arrive 
with a tow, and expecting her hourly 
the tug L. P. Smith left the mouth o 
the river, following close after the 
State of New York. When.about three 
miles from shore Capt. Dalk of the tug 
heard a deafening crash. He at once 

roceeded to the steamer, finding her 

adly disabled, and taking aboard a 
number of passengers with whom he 
returned to the harbor. 

The whaleback had struck the pas- 
senger boat near the paddles, which is 
demolished, and then swept away the 
upper works for some distance. There 
was a wild rush of passengers in all 
stages of undress to the deck. Offi- 
cers and crew, however, acted with 
the greatest coolness, and although all 
the passengers were greatly excited, 
order was soon restored, and the re- 


assured passengers returned to their 


staterooms to dress. A number of 
passengers were taken aboard the 
whaleback. It is a remarkable fact 
that no one was injured, although 
twenty persons were conveising on the 
deck near the railing that was de- 
molishei. 

Soon after the coll'sion, the big pas- 
senger steamer began to list badly, 
showing the seriousness of the disaster. 
Two tugs were sent to the rescue of 
the boat. and she was towed into the 
sens.

FIRE AT KERN CITY. 


Seventy-five Thousand 
Worth of Property Destroyed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT, } 

BAKERSFIELD, July 6.—Kern City 
was almost destroyed by fire tonight. 
The flames broke out at 9 o’clock in 
the California Theater. The buildings 
in the vicinity, all being of wood, the 
fire spread rapidly to the east and 
south. The fire department having no 
engine could do but little to stay the 
progress of the flames, which consumed 
everything before them, and then 
turned to Front street, where the best 
buildings were situated. Ritzman’s 
two-story lodging-house was ablaze, 
and the fire was working rapidly to- 
ward the Central Hotel and the big 
store of Ardizzi & Olcese, when a steam 
engine arrived from Bakersfield.

A RBEVENUE STAMP FAMINE 
THROUGHOUT THE TERRITORY. 


A Letter from Capt. Winfield Scott 
Describes the Prowess of the 
Rough Riders. 


THE BANEFUL TALKING. DOG. 


PAPAGO INDIANS TERRIFIED BY A 
SUPERNATURAL CANINE, 


His Appéaranec Foretodes Dire Dis- 
aster—No Fear of Apache In- 
dian Outbreaks—Fire 
at Flagstaff. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) July 2.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The new war rev- 
nue law has gone into effect in Phoe- 
nix and vicinity with hardly anyone 
having on hand the requisite stamps 
for legal documents and articles of 
merchandise coming under its provis- 
ions. The local Wells-Fargo express 
office received.a limited supply of two- 
cent stamps from the main office at 


‘San Francisco just before the frst 


of the month. The banks telegranhed 
yesterday to the collector at Santa 
Fé, N. M.,,and will receive theirs on 
or about the 5th. Outside of these in- 
stitutions, however, no preparations 
have been made for complying with 
the law, although every storekeeper 
and person doing business is supposed 
to have the stamps on hand and to 
supply himself with them just as one 
does with postage stamps. Considera- 
ble inquiry has been made at the post- 
office for the requisite stamps, with- 
out avail. The burden’ thus placed 
upon business smen to supply the sin- 
ews of war has been accepted good 
naturedly, and there is a general dis- 
position to comply with the law in its 
fullest particulars. 
. AGAIN IN COURT. 

The affairs of the Arizona Improve- 
ment and Canal companies were again 
brought into District Court Friday 
afternoon through the application of 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany of New York for the sale of a 
certain part of the property. Judge 
Cc. F, Ainsworth, representing the plain- 
tiff company, stated that the reason 
for the application was that the Inter- 
est on a series of the bonds fell due on 
July 1. Mr. Ainsworth presented a copy 
of the decree sought to be approved 
by the court, but as he had served no- 
tice on Attorney L. H. Chalmers, rep- 


} resenting the receiver, and not Hamil- 


ton & Armstrong, who represent minor- 
ity bondholders to the amount of $15- 
000, the court ordered that the matter 
be postponed until such notice should 
be served. The decree is in effect a de- 
cree of foreclosure, and by its terms, 
it is stated, it places the gmall bond- 
holders at a great disadvantage from 
the fact that it contains a provision 
agreed upon by the Reorganization 
Committee to assess the various bond- 
holders. The matter was again called 
up in court today but nothing fur- 
ther was done than toset next Wednes- 
day as the date on which to argue the 
quegtion pf considering the decree and 
set a time therefor. 

DEFENDS THEIR ACTION. 
_Capt. Winfield Scott, who is more 
familiarly known here as “Chaplain” 
Scott, has written a letter in defense 
of the initial skirmish made by the 
Rough Riders in front of Santiago. He 
Says: 

“Those who have talked about court- 
martialing the officers of the Rough 
Riders know very little of soldiering 
in the face of the enemy. Such talk 
is cruel. The usual precautions in 
moving in the face of the enemy were 
taken. The enemy had all of the ad- 
vantage, and if he could not plan a 
surprise in such a country it would be 
remarkable. The Rough Riders showed 
not only metal, but heroism in meet- 
ing without a moment’s hesitation one 
of the most trying emergencies in a 
soldier's experience. They were sud- 
denly fired upon by a foe from an im- 
penetrable thicket, and at once pitched 
into the enemy and licked him. They 
turned the tables completely, and in- 
stead of being routed put the enemy to 
flight. Officers and men covered them- 


selves with glory. They fully met the. 


test of soldierly quality. It is non- 
sense to talk about their losses being 
a sign of a rough deal. Their losses 
were very light, and in a military point 
of view, inconsiderable. Taking into 
consideration the modern guns and the 
number of men they fought, the time 
of their fighting—it was remarkable 
that so few were shot. Old soldiers 
who know what fighting losses are 
laugh at the fool criticism born of 
ignorance that has been made on this 
skirmish. 

“The Rough Riders and their officers 
are all right, and have more than met 
the expectations of their friends, and 
deserve all honor and praise. Arizona 
and the West have good reason to be 
proud of them.” 

DIED ON THE DESERT. 

The body of a dead German named 
Martin, who worked for a short time 
at Clanton’s ranch on the Buckeye 
canal, was found last Wednesday by 
George H. Eldredge at a point three 
miles west of Wolsey’s tanks on the 
road from Yuma to Agua Caliente. 
The body was in a bad state of pucre- 
faction. Martin evidently made’ camp, 
unable to proceed further. He had 
stretched a blanket for shade, and sevy- 
eral bottles were lying on the ground. 
So far as known, he started to cross 
the desert on foot. He was about 40 
years old, dressed in black. The only 
food found in his belongings was a 
single dried fig in a tin box. 

PHOENIX IN BRIEF.

He is engaged 
in organizing an Indian brass band to 
take to the Paris Exposition, under the 
auspices of the general government, and 
made several! selections from among 
the boys attending shool here.

After prayers had been of- 
fered for the welfare of the nation, a 
short literary programme was carried 
out.

PRESCOTT. 


PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) July 2.—({Regs- 
ular Correspondence.] Sergt. Doherty 
and Private Leggett, who were killed 
in the first conflict at Santiago, both 
enlisted from Jerome. At the time re- 
cruiting for the Rough Riders was be- 
ing carried on in this county, the re- 
cruiting officer went over to Jerome 
and from a large number of volunteers 
selected twenty men, whom he ranged 
off on one side of the room by them- 
selves, notifying them that they had 
been chosen, and no others. Doherty 
was one of those rejected, but was very 
anxious to go. He.sought the advice 
of a friend, who told him to step in 
with the twenty men and sign the mus- 
ter roll. Doherty did so and was fol- 
lowed by, an acquaintance, who was 
equally anxious to go. When the re- 
cruiting officer came to get transporta- 
tion for the squad, he found that he 
had twenty-two men _ instead of 
twenty. He was in a deep quandry, 
when Doherty’s friend, who planned 
the ruse, paid the young man’s railroad 
fare to Prescott. At the subsequent 
examination, Doherty was accepted, 
although a large proportion of the 
Jerome squad was rejected for one rea- 
son or another. 

Both Doherty and Leggett were ex- 
tremely enthusiastic in the cause for 
which they quickly sacrificed their 
lives. Leggett was an expert horseman 
and a good rifleman. His father lives 
- Ohio, and other relatives in Califor- 
nia. 

A. A. Stewart, who shot Dr. McNally, 
was found guilty of assault with intent 
to commit murder.

TUCSON (Ariz.,) July 6.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.] The Papago or des- 
ert Indians at the Sacaton ency are 
reported to be in eat distress of 
mind, fearing dire disasters of some 
kind or other, all on account of the 
reappearance of talking dog. Accord- 
ing to a legend, the dog, a long time 
ago, appeared to the desert Indians 
and for their wickedness turned them 
into stone. A short time ago, the 
talking dog again made them a visit, 
this time in the locality near the Sac- 
aton agency, where the desert red man 
has been living in peace and happi- 
ness. “Bake me a tortilla made from 
the flour of mesquite beans,” he is 
reported to have said to the frightened 
red man. The latter started on a 
run to tell his friends of the stronge 
occurrence, but was still more nearly 
scared out of his wits by observing 
that the dog was running by his side. 
The Indian stopped and demanded to 
know where he was going. “To see 
what you are going to do,” replied 
the strange dog, and then disappeared.

The written proposition of “John” 


as between the parties is as binding as 
if it had been acknowledged before a 
notary. However, he had a right to 
revoke it at any time before it had 
been acted upon. But if it had been 
acted on he could not withdraw it 
without paying the agent’s commis- 
sion. And if there was a written agree- 
ment of exchange he can be forced, 
through the courts, to complete it or 
pay damages. 


E. R. writes: I would like to know If 
a married woman can buy personal 
property with money given her by her 
father and hold it lawfully as her own. 

She can do so at pleasure; and it will 
be her separate estate. 


L. M. writes: When there fs a chattel 
mortgage on a crop does the law com- 
pel payment of all bills due hired help 
first?

The tax was paid 
by A for 1897. The Western Land and 
Title Company now notify her that 
they hold tax sale No. 1294 of her lots, 
for the years 1881-82, and that they can 
find no record of redemption. A hag 
always paid the taxes, and on all maps 
in San Francisco real estate offices her 
name is written on the lots as the 
owner. Will she be obliged to redeem, 
or will the holder’s sale be debarred 
by the statute of limitations? 

In the first place, A would have the 
right to prove the omission in the 
records, if any, and prove the actual 
fact of redemption: and then, under 
Par. 318 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
the company is barred by the limitation 
of five years.

The minority of the son is not 
in the way. The reference to his son, 
though a minor, binds A. And more 
especially his after ratification by a 
part fulfillment binds him es abso- 
lutely as if the contract tad beep 
made with him in person.

“AGIN THE GOVERNMENT.” 

Powerful influences are operating 
to force the Democratic party back 

to its ‘“agin-the-government” atti- 

6, which it has occupied almost 
wninterruptediy since 1860. There 
Was a prospect, three months ago, 
that the Democratic party would 
awaken from its Rip Van Winkle 
lethargy of a generation; that it 
would cease to be a party of mere 
negations; that it would get into the 
line of progress; and that it would 
show itself to be possessed of both 
patriotism and Americanism. Recent 
intimations from some of the Demo- 
eratic leaders indicate thatyethat party 
is imcapable of so high a destiny. It 
is rapidly relapsing from the patriotic 
position which its leadersyin Congress 
Besumed at the beginning of the war, 
into the position of a mere grumbler 


in the Philippines, in Cuba, and in 
Porto Rico a desperate menace to the 
welfare and safety of the United 
States. The true explanation of the 
mournful howls emitted by these 
apostles of calamity and gloom is 
that they see in the grave problems 
growing out of the war a_ possible 
chance to make a_ political issue 
which they hope. to turn to their 
advantage. 

As a matter of fact, they are be- 
ginning too early their prognostica- 
tions of calamity. The war is uot 
yet ended. Until it has been brought 
to a successful close, the American 
people should be united as one man 
in support of those to whom is en- 
trusted the supreme responsibility of 


jconducting it, whether at the front 


or in the executive offices at Wash- 
ington. There may be room for hon- 
est differences of opinion as to the 
policies to be pursued after ‘we have 
achieved complete and unqualified vic- 
tory over the enemy. Such differ- 
ences can be adjusted in the future. 
The present is no time to raise the 
issues which they may involve. 

_ Qur Democratic brethren are show- 
ing their hands too soon. They are 
attempting to cross a bridge which 
may or may not be dangerous, before 
they get to it. It is quite possible 
that when in the course of events 
we reach it, it may prove to be no 
bridge at all, but solid ground. In 
any case, it lies some distance in 
the future, and its possible dangers 
need not and should not now be con- 
sidered.

THE TAX ON SALES OF STOCK. 
Stockbrokers are complaining that 
one of the provisions of the War Rev- 
enue Bill will have the effect of kill- 
ing business in low-priced stocks. 
The law imposes.a stamp duty of '2 
cents for each and every $100 worth 
of stock sold or transferred by one 
person to another. This tax is the 
same, whether a stock with a par 
value of $100 sells at $150, or at 5 
cents. As showing how this works, 
in the case of low-priced mining 
stocks, the Los Angeles Review says: 
“Now, take, say, Wedge mining 
stock, or any prospect mining stock. 
Wedge is selling today at 6 cents a 

share. The par value of it is $ 


The amount involved in the transac- 
tion is $120,.but the par value of the 
2000 shares is $2000, and the stamp 
duty to be paid on the sale and trans- 
fer of that stock is 2. cents per $100 
on the 2000, making 40 cents. ... 
The effect of such a law will be to 
prohibit the sale of low-priced stocks. 
Such being the case, how, it may be 
asked, is a mining company going to 
dispose of its treasury stock in order 
to get money for the development of 
its property?”

It certainly seems as if this tax 
might have been so framed as not to 
prove prohibitory in the case of low- 
priced stocks, while being only a 
slight burden on stocks which sell at 
high prices. 


One of the results of the grand 
showing made by the American navy 
in the present war will be the placing 
of numerous orders for war vessels 
in this country, by European govern- 
ments.

STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 

One of the most important features 
of the new charter recently adopted 
in’ San Francisco was the provision 
regarding street-railway franchises. 
The street railways of San Francisco 
are now nearly all owned by the 
Southern Pacific Company, and will 
not, of course, be affected by the 
new law. Other companies desiring 
to establish street railways will have 
to put in bids for the franchises. 
This bid is not to be a cash bid, as 
it is in Los Angeles, where there is 
usually only one applicant, who gets 
the privilege at a ridiculously low 


‘rate, but it is a percentage bid, and 


the bidder gets the franchise who 
offers the highest percentage of his 
gross receipts. Further, no fran- 
echise can be granted upon a bid 
which doeg not offer at least 3 per 
cent. of the gross receipts for the 
first five years, 4 per cent. of the 
gross receipts for the next ten years, 
and 5 per cent. during the remaining 
ten years. The franchise is to last 
twenty-five years, and at the end of 
that time all tracks, beds and sta- 
tionary fixtures upon the streets be- 
come the property of the city, and 
the franchise cannot be \renewed or 
regranted. 

If some such law had been adopted 
in Los Angeles ten years ago, this 
city would now have been obtaining 
a goodly income from the street rail- 
road companies. As it is, both here 
and in. San Francisco, the establish- 
ment of such a law looks like lock- 
ing the stable-door after the horse 
is stolen. 


Those who get out a patent for a 
new invention—and there are many 
such. in Southern California—com- 
plain, with justice, of the long delays 
which often occur before they can. re- 
ceive their patent. This condition of 
affairs is likely soon to be remedied. 
A bill was passed by Congress last 
month, calling, for, the revision and 
classification of letters patent. The 
national patent office has long been 
behind with its work, and although 
its receipts so far exceed its expenses 
that there is a constantly increasing 
surplus, yet there has been a chronic 
congestion of work. By this bill 
(which it is estimated will entail an 
expense of $300,000) the Commis- 
sioner of Patents can increase the 
number @f examiners, revise and per- 
fect classification, and greatly ex- 
pedite the work of passing upon ap- 
plications for patents, an improve- 
ment that will be appreciated by in- 
ventors and others who have business 
with that government institution. 


A certain firm of this city, which 
is making an extraordinary effort to 
secure the election of the so-called 
“Citizens’ Non-Partisan” board of 
freeholders, employs a considerabie 
number of men who work fourteen 
hours daily and receive therefor the 
munificent sum of $1.50 per . day. 
They are supporting the ticket named 
on the ground that it will, if elected, 
in some unexplained way advance the 
interests of laboring men.  Philan- 
thropy from such a source will hardly 
-be appreciated at its full value by the 
laboring men of Los Angeles. 


A dispatch from Madrid states that 
the torpedo-boat destroyers of Ca- 
mara’s fleet are returning from 
Suez Canal to destroy Commodore 
Watson's squadron. This is highly 
amusing, in view of the fact that two 
of these terrible destroyers, in Cer- 
vera’s fleet, were chased, just as a 
dog chases a flock of hens, by a con- 
verted pleasure yacht, and were 
knocked to pieces. The torpedo boats 
and torpedo-boat destroyers have 
shown themselves to be of very little 
use in the present war. 


The green-goods man is again get- 
ting in his work in Southern Califor- 
nia, by means of the well-known cir- 
cular sent out from the East. In this 
age of genera! reading, it is really 
remarkable that any half-way intelli- 
gent person should be taken in by 
such a palpable fake as this, which 
has been exposed over and over again. 
The man who sends money to these 
fellows deserves very little sym- 
pathy. 


A Vienna dispatch says that “the 
Pope has again appealed to the Em- 
peror of Austria to assist Spain to 
obtain an honorable peace.” This 
may or may not be true. It is of no 
consequence. Spain needs no assist- 
ance of this kind. Let her sue for 
peace, in a becoming spirit of humilia- 
tion, and she can secure a cessation 
of hostilities on honorable terms.

Fifteen blank spaces are provided on 
the official ballot for this purpose 
(the blanks being omitted in: the 
ticket as printed below.) 

Upon the fifteen ‘freeholders to be 
chosen at tomorrow's election will 
devolve the important duty of draft- 
ing a new charter for the city of Los 
Angeles.

Save the Song Birds. ~~ 
LOVER OF BIRDS, Pasadena: Per- 
mit me to thank you for your editorial 
on the subject of song birds, which ap- 
peared in your issue of Saturday, the 
2d inst. 

Next to the attractions of this beau- 
tiful climate of Southern California, 
come those of your birds and flow- 
ers; indeed, I do not know but that, 
individually, I should give the birds: 
the first place instead of the second. 

I have been sojourning in this Eden- 
like suburb of your city for several 
months, and during the period of win- 
ter travel, I could not help noticing 
the attention given to your  song- 
birds by refined eastern tourists. In- 
deed, it was a question in my mind 
which were the greater objects of ad- 
miration, the flowers or the birds. I 
was somewhat prepared for this, how- 
ever, because I had seen many letters 
from Southern California, and never 
one that was not eloquent in praise of 
these feathered beauties, as compared 
with the birds of the Eastern States. 

It is, as you say, a sad fact that, of 
late years, the more attractive birds 
of the older States are rapidly dimin- 
ishing in numbers; now, “after the 
horse is stolen,’’ the authorities come 
forward in great haste to “lock the 
stable door.’””’ Why shouldn't the peo- 
ple of this State, especially the south- 
ern part of it, take a leaf from the book 
of experience 6f the older communities 
and put a stop to the wholesale de- 
struction now going on among our 
feathered friends ere it be too late? 

It is but a short time since we read 
in your paper that a resident of this 
city had killed about one hundred birds 
before breakfast one morning, just be- 
cause they had eaten a few of ‘his 
cherries. 

Were it possible to keep an exact 
ledger account with the birds from 
year to year, and from season to sea- 
son, it could be easily proven that they 
do more good than harm fo fruit and 
vegetation generally. It is well known 
that even the seed-eating birds are 
very busy during the spring and early 
summer, when buds and blossoms are 
forming, picking off injurious insects 
and feeding their young on the larvae. 
If we had more birds we should hear 
less about horticultural pests. But 
even if it were not so, there is some- 
thing due to the humane and esthetic 
sides of the question. The bird may 
be only a sparrow, but we are taught 
that even a sparrow cannot fall to the 
ground unnoticed by the Creator of 
man, as well as of sparrows, 

“Who sees with equal eye, as God of all, 

A hero perish, or a sparrow fall.”’ 

How, then, can one of these crea- 
tures, man, look upon the lives of a 
hundred of God’s creatures so lightly 
as to destroy them all in order to save 
a few cherries? 

I was told by a friend today that, 
while picking fruit in his orchard, he 
found the nest of a mocking bird, in 
which were four half-grown young 
birds dead. It is fafr to presume that 
the mother of these four young birds 
fell a victim to a lover of cherries, 
rather than of birds, and that they 
died of starvation in consequence. 

I hope, Mr. Editor, that your val- 
uable paper will follow up this sub- 
ject until we have, not only a law to 
protect song birds, but until such a 
law is rigorously enforced, 

[We have laws against the killing of 
song birds. What is most needed is 
the enforcement of these laws. In or- 
der to secure such enforeement, some- 
body must make complaint. Had the 
writer of the above taken the neces- 
sary steps toward prosecution, he 
might, perhaps, have made’an example 
in that case, in which would have de- 
terred others from similar violations of 
the law.—Ed. Times.]

The following account of the battle 


Spanish newspaper, of May 4, 1898, and 
forwarded by J. J. Vanderveer of the 
Baltimore: 


A NAVAL SURPRISE. 
When the enemy’s squadron was 
sighted in perfect line of battle through 
the clouds of a misty dawn on the 
morning of the first of May, gloom and 
surprise were general among the peo- 
ple of Manila. At last these ships 
had strained their boldness to the point 
of appearing on our coast and defy- 
ing our batteries, which showed more 
courage and valor than effect when 
they opened fire on the squadron. it 
needs something more than courage 


to make projectiles penetrate—indeed 
it does! 


EVERY MAN TO HIS STATION. 


“The inequality of our batteries when 
compared with those of the squadron 
which alarmed the inhabitants of Ma- 
nila at five o’clock in the morning was 
enough to transform the tranquil char- 
acter of our tropical temperaments, 

“While ladies and chlidren in car- 
riages or on foot fled in fright to seek 
refuge in the outlying suburbs and ad- 
jacent villages around the capital from 
danger multiplied by their imagination, 
every man from the stately personage 
to the most humble workman, mer- 
chants and mechanics, Spaniards and 
natives, soldiers dnd civilians, all, we 
repeat, sought their stations and put on 
their arms confident that never should 
the enemy land in Manila unless he 
passed over their corpses. Yet from 
the first moment the strength of the 
enemy’s armor and the power of his 
guns demonstrated that his ships were 
invulnerable to our energies and arma- 
ments, the hostile squadron would never 
had entered our bay had not its surety 
been guaranteed by its manifest 
supériority. 

SPECTATORS AND OBSERVERS. 

The city walls, the church towers, the 
roofs of high buildings, and all high 
places convenient for observation were 
occupied by those who were not re- 
tained by their military, duties within 
the walls, on the bridges, or at the ad- 
vanced posts. The slightest details of 
the enemy's ships were eagerly noted 
as they advanced toward Cavite~- in 
a line parallel with the beaches of 
Manila, as though they had just come 
out of the Pasig River. There were no 
gaps in the line, but the curious pub- 
lic hardly realized the disparity between 
their great guns and the pieces mount- 
ed on our fortifications. Some had 
giasses and others were without, but 
all seemed to devour with their eyes 
these strangers who, while brave, were 
not called upon to show their courage 
since the range of their guns and the 
weakness of our batteries enabled them 
to preserve their impunity while doing 
as much harm as they pleased. 

REMARKS OF THE PEOPLE. 

All who appreciated the impunity 
with which the hostile ships maneu- 
vered, as if on a harmless parade, were 
full of such rage and desperation as 
belongs to the brave man who can make 
no use of his courage; to whom re- 
mains no remedy except an honorable 
death rather than a cowardly in- 
activity. 

. A soldier of the First Battalion of 
Cazadores gazed at the squadron 
sweeping over the waters out of reach 
of the fire of our batteries, looked’ out 
and at the ships then toward heaven, 
saying, “If Holy Mary would turn that 
sea into land the Yankees would find 
out how we can charge in double time.” 
And a crouching native staring out at 
the ships, said: “Just let them come 
ashore and give us a whack at them.” 


of, battle heading for Cavite with the 
decision due to a sense of safety and a 
firm assurance of success. 


For more than am hour and a half the 
bombardment held in suspense. those 
whose souls followed the unequal 
struggle, in which the Spanish ships 
went down with their glorius\ banners 
flying. 

What was going on in the waters of 
Cavite? From Manila we saw through 
glasses, the two squadrons almost 
mingled together in the clouds of 
smoke. This was not far from a tri- 
for our side, considering the 
weakness of our batteries. For once 
alongside the enemy, the cry of ‘‘board~- 
ers away!” and the flash of cold steel 
might have enabled our devoted sea- 
men to disturb the calm in 
watehes and instruments were regu- 
lated and directing those engines of 
destruction. In the blindness of our 
rage how should we paint the heroic 
deeds, the prowess, the waves of valor 
which burst forth from our men-of- 
war? Those who fought beneath the 
Spanish flag bore themselves like men, 
as chogen sons of our native land who 
never, measure forces, nor yield to 
superior force in the hands of an 
enemy; who would rather die without 
ships than live in ships which have 
surrendered. 

To name those who distinguished 
themselves in battle would require the 
publication of the entire muster rolls 
of our ships, from captain to cabin- 
boy. To these victorious seamen of 
ours we offer congratulations; laurels 
for the living; prayers for the dead; for 
all our deepest gratitude. 

Since we cannot reconstruct the 
bloody scene which was exhibited last 
Sunday in the waters of Cavite, we wilil 
not attempt a description, which would 
only be a pale shadow of great deeds 
deserving a perpetual place in the 
pages of history. 

When the hostile squadron turned 
toward Cavite, the crew of the steamer 
Isla de Mindanao heard the drums 
beating to quarters, and answered with 


.| enthusiasm, three rounds of cheer’ for 


the King, the Queen, and for Spain, 
which echoed along our line. 

Later, until a quarter of five, ab- 
solute silence reigned. Everything was 
ready. The idea of death was lost in 
ardor for the fray and every eye was 
fixed on the battle flags waving at our 
mastheads. In perfect and majestic 
order—why should we deny this? the 
nine Yankee ships advanced in battle 
array. The Olympia, bearing the ad- 
miral’s flag, led the column, folle-ved 
by the other ships, steering at ful: 
speed toward Cavite. The Olympia 
opened fire, and an instant Peply came 
from the battery on the mole which 
kept on firing at five-minute intervals, 
while the iron-clad shaped her course 
for the Reina Christina and Castilla. 
Into both these ships she poured a 
steady and rapid fire, seconded by the 
ships which followed in her wake. An- 
other ship which directed a heavy fire 
on our line was the Baltimofe, and 
so the cannonade went on until a quar- 
ter toeight. At that moment the Don 
Juan de- Austria advanced against the 
enemy, intending to board the Olym- 
pia, and if a tremendous broadside had 
not stopped her self-devoted charge, 
both ships perhaps would have sunk 
to the bottom. 
The captain of the Reina Christina, 
seeing that the resolute attempt of 
his consort had failed, advanced at full 
speed until within 200 yards of the 
Olympia, aiming to attack her. Then 
a shower of projectiles swept § the 
bridge and decks, filing the ship with 
dead and wounded. 

Heroes and martyrs whom the nation 
will remember as long as it endures! 
A dense column of smoke from the 
bow-compartment showed that an in- 
cendiary projectile, such as the law of 


God and man prohibits, had set fire to 


the cruiser. The ship, still keeping up 


her fire on the enemy, withdrew toward 


the arsenal, where she was sunk to 
keep her from falling into the hands of 
the Yankees. 

The desperation of the men of tk’ 
Reina Christina was aggravated by the 
sight of the Castilla, also in a blaze, 
from a similar use of incendiary pro- 
jectiles, 

The principal ships of our little 
squadron having thus been put out of 
action, the Yankee vessels, some of 
them badly crippled by the fire of our 
ships, and the batteries at Point San- 
gley, stood out toward Mariveles and 
the entrance of the bay, ceasing their 
fire and occupying themselves in re- 
pairing injuries until 10 o’clock, when 
they began a second attack to complete 
their work of destruction. 

In this second assault the fire. at 
‘he arsenal was extinguished and they 
continued to cannonade the blaz'ng 
gunboats. 

One gunboat, which seemed to have 
nothing more venturesome to un:ler- 
take, detached herself from the squad- 
ron and set to work to riddle the mail 
steamer Isla de Mindanao. 

Now that the ships were in flames, 
the admiral, Sefior Montijo, who had 
shown his flag as long as there was 
a vessel afloat, landed and hostili- 
ties ceased. 

The only Spanish shi 
not been destroyed by fire or by the 
enemy’s projectiles, sunk herself so 
that she could in no wise be taken. 

Such in. broad outlines, which we 
cannot correct at this moment, was 
the naval battle of Cavite, in which 
the last glimpse of our squadron 
showed the Spanish flag. 

A thousand sensational details have 
reached us, which we would reproduce 
gladly, after the necessary corrections, 
if our pen would serve for anything 
except to sing the glory of these niar- 
tyrs of the nation. 

Perhaps tomorrow or another day, 
with fuller knowledge of the facts, 
we can furnish our readers with many 
interesting details. Today we limit 
ourselves to a sketch of the grand pic-' 
ture which was unrolled before us on 
the ist of May, begging our friends to 
excuse the defects which they may 
note.

BATTERIES. 

The gunners of the batteries defend- 
ing Manila and Cavite showed the 
highest degree of energy and ‘eroism. 
Everyone applauds the brave artil- 
leryman who by their calmness and 
skill, did all that was possible with 
the guns assigned to them, allowing 
for their deficiencies and imperfec- 
tions. 

The battery that did the most harm 
to the enemy was the one on YPoint 
Sangley made up of Hontoria guns, 
From one of these guns came the ghot 
which the Boston received, while four 
ships which had altogether sixty-five 
guns were pouring their fires on this 
battery to reduce it to silence. One 
gun having been crippled the’ cther 
kept on playing, firing whenever dem- 
age could be done and avoiding waste 
of ammunition, 

To one of its shots is attributed the 
hurt which turned the Baltimore 
from the fight.

Guns were also mounted at the en- 
trance of the bay on Corregidor and 
Caballo islands, on El Fraile rock, on 
thé south shore at Point Restinga and 
at Mariveles, Punta Gorda and Point 
Lasisi on the north shore. The guns 
on Corregidor Island were of about 
6-inch caliber; similar guns were 
mounted on the rock and on Point 
Restinga. The other batteries had 
guns of smaller caliber and short 
range.

A JEALOUS HUSBAND’S PLAN. 


JUDGE ALLEN TRIES TO STRAIGHT-

The special election yesterday to de- 
termine whether the city shall issue 
$160,000 worth of 4 per cent. bonds for 
the construction of the Third-street 
and Broadway tunnels, and $10,000 ip 
bonds for the purchase Of a perk in the 
Sixth Ward, resulted in a victory for 
A comparatively 
light vote was poiled. 

Another conference between the rep- 
resentatives of the city and of the Los 
Angeles Water Company was held yes- 
terday in the effort to agree upon some 
plan and terms for the settlement of 
the water question. An answer to a 
suggestjon that the city lease the Crys- 
tal Springs Lend and Water Company's 
property, pending a settlement of the 
question of its ownership in court, was 
made by the company. Another con- 
ference will be held this afternoon, at 
which the city’s answer to the sugges- 
tion will be made. 

Representatives of the various 
electric companies and the Council 
Committee on Gas and Lighting met 
yesterday to discuss the bids for street 
lighting. After two hours of debate 
the committee took the matter under 
advisement. Councilman Toll and Pres- 
iden Cline of the Los Angeles Electric 
Company hed a verbal altercation, in 
which the ‘Councilman expressed him- 
self very clearly as to the attitude of 
the company in the matter. 

The storing and sale of fireworks in 
the city is to be regulated by ordi- 
nance, the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers having instructed Chief Moore to 
confer with the City Attorney .as to 
drawing up the necessery ordinance, 

An odd conglomeration of facts was 
developed in the case tried before Judge 
Smith yesterday. Peter Sandberg, a 
rather ignorant Swede, was charged 
with stealing money—a portion of 
which there was some reason to believe 
was his own. The man at whose in- 
stance he was arrested: stated that he 
prosecuted not that justice might be 
done in punishing crime, but because 
he was afraid that the defendant, in 
jealous rage, would kill him. As if all 
that were not confusing enough, Mr. 
Williams, of the District Attorney’s of- 
fice, refused to prosecute, and conse- 
quently the prosecution devolved upon 
the special counsel retained by thé 
complaining witness. Then to complete 
the contradictions existing, the jury 
could not agree and was discharged, 
and on motion thé case was dismissed. 

The new internal revenue law is caus- 
ing considerable friction at the Court- 
house, and particularly in the Re- 
corder’s office have there arisen a num- 
ber of points which can only be solved 
by appeal to Washington. A telegraphic 
dispatch from the commissioner to the 
County Recorder was received yester- 
day, making a ruling which drew a 
broad distinction between certain 
classes of documents requiring stamps. 


{AT THM CITY HALL, 


BONDS WILL BE ISSUED. 


BOTH TUNNEL AND PARK PROPOSI- 
TIONS CARRY AT THE POLLS, 


Lighting Contract not Yet Awarded, 
One Company’s Policy Roasted. 
Important Water Conference and 
Another Today. 


The tunnels through the hills on 
Third street west of Hill street and at 
the head of Broadway, wil! be con- 
structed and the city will soon purchase 
a@ large tract of land in the Sixth Ward 
to convert it into a park. Bonds will 
be issued for both propositions. At the 
polls yesterday the voters of the city 
decided by a more than two-thirds vote 
to issue the bonds, and the beginning 
of the work on the tunnels -will be or- 
dered as soon as the necessary prelim- 
inary steps can be taken by the City 
Council. 

The election was a very quiet one, and 
around the polling places even there 
Was no excitement. There was no or- 
ganized opposition to either of the 
propositions, and the friends of the tun- 
nels took advantage of this to bring 
out all the votes they could. In nearly 
all the wards there were some work- 
ers for the tunnel bonds and _ they 
worked hard. In the Second and Third 
Wards carriages were engaged to bring 
voters from remote portions of the 
wards to the voting places, and every 
man who could be induced te vote was 
provided with means of reaching the 
polis. As the two tunnels are to be 
built in those wards, the interest there 
Was greater than at other points in the 
city. The same was true of the Sixth 
Ward, where the voters wanted the pro- 
posed new park. They got out almost 
as strong a vote as could have been 
cast had they been electing some im- 
portant officer. The polls’ closed 
promptly .at 5 and by 7:30 
o'clock the count had been completed 
and the. returns made to the City 
Clerk’s office. The vote by wards on

For the tunnel bonds the total 
vote was 3110, two-thirds of which is 


2072. The vote for the bonds was 2582, 
giving the proposition 308 votes to 
spare, 


The total vote cast on the park 
proposition was 3051 and two-thirds of 
that number is 2034. As 2220 votes 
were cast for the, bonds the proposi- 
tion won by. 186 votes. 

WHAT THE BONDS ARE FOR. 

The victory for both propositions 
yesterday means that the city will 
soon issue two sets of bonds, one issué 
if $160,000 and the other of $10,000. 
The first issue is for the construction 
of the Third-street tunnel and a tunnel 
through the hill at the head of Broad- 
way at Sand street. The building of 
these tunnels has long been desired by 
the people residing in the north-west- 
ern portion of the city. Those who liye 
beyond the hill district on the west 
have been required to come around the 
hills via Sixth street, and those north 
of Sand’ street could only reach the 
business center of the city by coming 
around through Main street. The 
plans for the two tunnels have been 
adopted, and after the sale of the 
bonds the work can begin at once. The 
park bond proposition was put on the 
other matter as a rider, and will give 
to the people in the southeastern part 
of the city a large park in the vicinity 
of Main and Jefferson streets 


FAILED TO DECIDE. 


Councilman Tolland President Cline 
Have a Lively Tilt. 
Although the Gas and Light Com- 
mittee of the City Council spent two 
hours yesterday discussing with repre- 
sentatives of the various lig'nting com- 
panies the matter of the lighting bids 
recently submitted to the Council, 
there has been no decision as to which 
of the bids will be accepted. It is 
possible that still another call for bids 
will be made under that section of the 
new specifications on which no bids 
were received, but that course has only 
been suggested, and whether such a 
course is followed depends upon the 
views of the members of the commit- 
tee. The session yesterday was not 
devoid of incident, and at times the 
discussion bordered on the personal. 
On the face of the bids the Los An- 


gvies Electric Company appears to have 


submitted the lowest bid, but its cou- 
tention that its bid was the lowest was 
combated by two of the other com- 
panies. The San Gabriel Electric Com- 
pany, which bid on the construction 
0 fa city system, asserted that such 
a system would be the means of mak- 
ing money for the eity in that the 
charges for lights and the entire cost 
of the system could be paid for in an- 
nual installments, much smaller than 
the city was now paying for lights, 
and that the city would always be in 
position to demand cheap lights. 
Manager Thaxter of the Edison Elec- 
tric Company attacked the bids of the 
Los Angeles company by asserting 
that that company’s system was made 
up largely of lamps of obsolete pattern, 
uninsulated wires, bare connections, 
etc. He asserted that his company 
had a modern plant in every particular, 
and if awarded the contract, it would 
be able to give the city lights one- 
third brighter than those of the other 
company, and at the same time would 
always insure the city competition in 
the lighting contract. 

Joseph Warren of the Los Angeles 
Electric Company took issue with Mr. 
Thaxter, and after denying that his 
company’s system was not modern, he 
demanded to know how' Thaxter could 
tell that there was any difference be- 
tween lamps of the same candle-power. 
The debate between the two waxed 
warm, and from time to time Presi- 
dent Cline of the lighting company in- 
terjected remarks calculated to assist 
the argument by Mr. Warren. 

The matter of retaining or removing 
the tall masts, was taken up, and on 
this subject there was another . hot 
discussion, Cline contending that the 
masts should remain, and the other 
representatives of companies being 
equally positive that better lighting 
could be secured without them, and 
by substituting six lamps for the three 
that are now on the masts. City Elec- 
trician Francis took the latter view 
of the matter, and stated that other 
cities the world over were discarding 
the masts. The committee was un- 
able to decide what to dg, and an- 
nounced that the matter would be 
taken under advisement. ; 


HOT SHOT FROM TOLL. 


As the party was leaving the room, 
an incident occurred that had not been 
expected. Councilman Toll had been 
an interested listener to the delibera- 
tions of the committee, but had taken 
little part in the discussion. It was 
largely through his efforts that the 
city will enjoy the benefits of rates 
for lig*’ating that are far below what 
has heretofore been paid, and he is 
therefore thoroughly conversant with 
all the details of the specifications. He 
and President Cline of the Los Angeles 
Electric Company, who was accom- 
panied by Judge Cheney, got into a 
discussion of these specifications and 
Cline asserted that the city had no right 
to accept a bid for the maintenance of 
a system when no bid for suc service 
had been made at the time the other 
bids were received. He held that as 
the city had, under specifications “G,”’ 
received a bid for maintenance, lamps 
and furnishing current, the city had 
no right to accept individual bids for 
such service, and to let any contract on 
those bids, but was bound to accept the 
lump bid when all the service was in- 
cluded in one set of specifications. 

Mr. Toll took the, ground that in 
arranging the specifications the Council 
had endeavored to secure bids on al- 
most. every kind of proposition, and 
that having those bids it would be 
entirely reasonable and right for the 
city, if it so desired, to accept separate 
bide for construction, for lamps, for 
maintenance and for current. If there 
should happen to be no bid for main- 
tenance, the city could do the work 
itself, or let the contract to the bidder 
on that section. 

Cline asserted that such a course 
would be unfair, and Judge Cheney 
said: “That would be a trick. It 
would be like the Council, having had 
the bidders show their hands as we 
have ours, pulling winning cards out 


of its sieeve, and profiting by the 
action. What we want is honorable 
treatment.” 


The remark was perhaps more forci- 
ble than Judge Cheney intended, but he 
had hardly finished his last syllable 
before the Fifth Ward Councilman re- 
torted vigorously: 

“Talk about tricks and trickery comes 
with very poor taste from the lighting 
company. If there is any place where 
the Council could look for tricks of for 
the pulling of cards from sleeves, it 
would be to the Los Angeles Lighting 
Company. In a’ my experience I never 
saw such tactics pursued by any cor- 
poration as have been tried by the 
lighting company in its efforts to pre- 
vent the Council from dealing with this 
matter of street lighting in a business- 
like and straightforward manner.” 

“What do you mean by that?” de- 
manded Mr. Cline. “You are now 
speaking generally. I wish you would 
particularize. Name some of the tricks. 
What have we done?” 

“What haven't you done?” answered 
Mr. Toll quickly. “This is not a new 
matter to you, for I have said the same 
things to your representatives before 
now. What did you do last year? I 
criticised your actions then. I don’t 
like to see a corporation like yours try- 
ing to dictate to a city what it shall 
and what it shall not do. Don’t mis- 
understand me now. I assert that this 
Council has a right to do just what it 
thinks right and proper in the matter 
of these specifications whether your 


Ne 
company likes it or not.” 
‘Mr. Cline then asked whether Mr. 
Toll objected to the representatives of 
the lighting company appearing there 
and representing its bid and stating its 
side of the lighting matter. 
_ “Not at all,” replied Mr. roll, “That 
is proper and right, but what I do ob- 
ject to is to have the lighting company 
draw up the lighting specifications of 
the city and then expect’us to accept 
them, as — have done in former 
years. I also object, now that the city 
has drawn up specifications to suit it- 
self, to having the lighting company 
try to dictate how we shall consider 
them.” This closed the interview and 
the mecting. : 


MEASURE OF PRECAUTION. Ht 


Fire Commissioners Will Regulate 
Sales of Fireworks 

At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners yesterday morn- 
ing steps were taken which will result 
in the adoption of an ordinance by the 
Council regulaiting the sale and storing 
of fireworks in this.city. The matter 
was brought up in the Council] two 
weeks ago by Councilman Ashman, and 
was referred to the Fire Commission- 
ers. At yesterday’s session Chief 
Moore was direct to consult with 
the City Attorney for the purpose of 
having such an ordinance drafted. It 
will be presented at the next meeting 
of the commission, and will then go to 
the Council. This matter has been :-sug- 
zested a number of times, but it has 
always beer*®brought up too late to se- 
cure the adoption of such an ordinance 
before the Fourth of July. Heavy pen- 
alties will be provided in, the new or- 
dinance for storing explosives where 
they would be dangerous to property. 

The city will not be able to secure 
from the manufacturers: of fire hose 
new sections of hose for those which 
burst at the big fire on Los Angeles 
street about two months ago. The 
guarantee of the hose sold the city 
provided that the bursting must be due 
to faulty construction or inferior ma- 
terial before the ruined hose is replaced. 
Chief Moore informed the commission- 
ers that he was not prepared to assert 
that the.hose which had burst at the 
fire mentioned was inferior, or ‘that the 
bursting was the fault of the hose. The 
matter was therefore dropped. 
On recommendation of the Chief, the 
petition of H. W. Rersham to bore for 
oil in block 2 of the, Angelino Heights 
tract was granted. 
Five Fourth of July fires were re- 
ported, the most serious of them being 
the burning of J. B. Campbell’s house 
at Ninth and Maple avenue on. the 
evening of the Fourth. 
Dye Patterson tendered his resigna- 
tion as a member of the fire depart- 
ment. It was accepted. An application 
for appointment as callman was re- 
ceived from F. B. Willets and ordered 
placed on file. 


A LEASE PROPOSED. 


Another Effort to Settle the Much- 
Vexed Water Question. 

The Water Supply Committee of the 
City Council held another conference 
yesterday afternoon with the represen- 
tatives of the Los Angeles City Water’ 
Company in the committee-room at the 
City Hall, for the purpose of making 
another effort to agree upon the terms 
of settlement of the differences be- 
tween the city and the company. The 
conference was behind closed doors. 
All members of the Council except Mr. 
Grider were present, as were Mayor 
Snyder, City Attorney Dunn and City 
Engineer Dockweiler. At a previous 
conference held last week the sugges- 
tion was made to the representatives 
of the company that the price. to be 
paid by ‘the city for the property held 
by the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany be submitted to arbitration, and 
that pending a settlement by the courts 
as to whether the city was bound to in- 
clude in its purchase the property of 
the Crystal Springs Land and Water 
Company, the city ‘lease the latter 
property, and if the decision of the 
courts.was favorable to the city when 
the case was finally decided, that it 
then take over the property. This was, 
however, merely a suggestion, and the 
counsel for the company informed the 
city officials that they were unable to 
state how such a proposition would be 
received. 

Nearly the entire time of the confer- 
ence yesterday was spent in discussing 
this matter. The representatives of 
the water company submitted a com- 
munication on the subject, giving the 
views of the company. 

The communication is under date of 
July 6, and is addressed to City Attor- 
ney Dunn and Lee & Scott, associate 
counsel in the water litigation. It is 
as follows: 

“Referring tto our last interview with 
the Water Supply Committee of the 
Council and of the proposition which 
you put to us as to whether we can ar 
range a lease of the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company’s property 
to the city, we beg leave to say that 
we laid the matter before the board of 
directors of the Crystal Springs Land 
and Water Company at their regular 
meeting yesterday, and that we are 
authorized to say that that company 
would be willing to make a lease to 
you, the term to commence immedi- 
ately. after the amount to be paid to 
the Los Angeles City Water Company 
is de_ermined and the amount paid. 

“In arranging the details, however, 
we shall have to be informed first of 
what length of time you would desire 
such a lease. We should have to 
charge a greater annual rental if it 
were leased for only two or three years 
than we would be willing to accept for 
a lease of say eight or ten years. We 
suppose that if we could agree upon 
such a matter we could also make such 
provisions in it as would protect both 
parties from waiving any claim with 
respect ito the water, and leaving the 
litigation to proceed. 

‘Of course, we say this only because 
we imagine that that is what the city 
would desire to do. So far as we are 
concerned, it is not necessary to keep 
on saying that we would rather sell out 
to you absolutely and settle up every- 
thing, and put an end to all litigation, 
but if we cannot do that, as seems now 
very difficult, we will do the next best 
thing that we can.” 

The communication bears the signa- 
tures of White & Monroe and John §8. 
Chapman, attorneys for the water com- 
pany. 

Just how the matter will be dsposed 
of by the city has, of course, not been 
determined, and the committee was un- 
able to decide at the meeting yester- 
day. It was, therefore agreed that 
another conference be held this after- 
noon at 2 o’clock, at which time the 
city .will give the company its answer 
to the proposition.

RESULT OF THE SPANISH WAR. 


THIS COUNTRY TAUGHT A LESSON 
IN THE ART OF PREPARATION. 


A Large Navy and a Small Army Will

LONDON, June 30.—The vision of a 
new heaven and a new earth is still 
unfulfilled, but there is a new America. 
The second American revolution has 
occurred, and its consequences may be 
aS great as those of the first. I have 
Waited till the end of my visit before 
putting my impressions on paper, for 
it is easy to be mistaken about popu- 
lar sentiment in this country. The 
American people are as {sensitive to 
emotional or intellectual stimulus as a 
photographic film is to light, but they 
are also, to a remarkable degree, a 
people of sécond thoughts.

These photo- 
graphs are developed far from the 
scenes they represented, and where 
it was found, as was usually the case, 
that proper allowances had not been 
made. for the conditions of light and 
atmosphere, there was no way of rem- 
edying the defects. . 

As the science of photography, as

The first surgeon to be killed at Guan- 
tanamo left a New York practice of 
$10,000 a year to volunteer. As I was 
standing on the steps of the Arlington 
Hotel one evening, a tall, thin man, 
carrying a large suit-case, walked out 
and got on the street car for the rail- 
way station, on his: way to Tampa. 
It was John Jacob Astor, the pos- 
sessor of a hundred millions of dol- 
lars. Theodore Roosevelt’s. Rough 
Riders contain a number of the smart- 
est young men in New York soci- 
ety. A Harvard classmate of mine, a 
rising young lawyer, is working like 
a laborer at the Brooklyn navy yard, 
not knowing when he may be ordered 
to Cuba or Manila. He is a naval re- 
serve man and sent in his application 
for any post “‘from the stoke-hole up- 
ward.” The same is true of women. 
When I called to say good-bye to Mrs. 
John Addison Porter, the wife of the 
secretary to the President, whose 
charming hospitality I had enjoyed, 
she had gone to Tampa to ship as a 
nurse on the Red Cross steamer for 
the coast of Cuba. And all this, be 
it remembered, is for a war in which 
the country is not in the remotest 
danger, and when the ultimate sum- 
mons of patriotism ts unspoken. Fin- 
ally, considering the reference to the 
war loan. A New York syndicate af- 
fered to take half of it at a prem- 
jum which would have given the go- 
ernment a clear profit’ of a million 
dollars. But the loan. was wisely of- 
fered to the people, and the small in- 
vestor gets all he can buy before the 
capitalist is even. permitted in- 
vest. And from Canada to the Gulf, 
from Long Island to Seattle, #¥he money 
of the people is pouring in. As I 
write, it is said the loan will be all 
taken up in small amounts. _ 

It is true that soldiers in Florida 
should not be fed on pork and beans, 
and that campaigners in Cuba should 
not wear thick cloth uniforms. But 
while these truths may be remembered, 
another should not be forgotten—that 
the American people have responded to 
their country’s call- with instant and 
flawless patriotism. 

The lessons they have learned is that 
patriotism ‘alone will not fight battles. 
How far will that-.lesson carry. them? 
Will it build up a great army and 
navy? The question requires a two- 
fold answer. In the United States 
there is a curious antipathy to a large 
standing army. The masses of the 
people dread such a centralization of 
power. Nothing excites more hostility 
than the employment of Federal troops

Moreover, there 
are signs that the famous Seventh 
Regiment of New York will not have 
incurred its terrible unpopularity in 
vain. In future every local regiment 
will probably be allowed to go to the 
front as a unit and will not be de- 
pendent for its separate existence upon 
the whim of the Governor of its State. 
Therefore, the American land forces 
will be largely increased in_ reality, 
though not nominally. 


With the navy, however, the case is 
different. It cannot be used by the 
executive for opressionm at: home; the 
need of it for defense is universally 
recognized; it has always been the 
popular arm; it has covered itself with 
glory during the war. The fear of an 
aggressive policy, it is true, has in- 
fluenced past naval estimates also. It 
has always been easy to get money 
for coast-defense ships, and difficult 
to get it for seagoing battleships and 
cruisers. But this will be less the 
case now that America has possessions 
over sea. Already one significant fact 
has shown what may be expected. Not | 
only was the last naval wote by far 
the largest since the rebellion, but Con- 
gress positively made great additions to 
the shipbuilding recommended by the 
naval construction committee—a course 
without parallel in American history. 
The official recommendation was for one 
battleship and four torpedo boats; what 
Congress authorized on May 4 was 
three battleships of 11,500 tons; four 
monitors, of 2700 tons, for harbor de- 
fense: sixteen torpedo-boat destroyers 
of 400 tons; twelve torpedo boats of 150 
tons, and one gunboat to.replace the

tion of war, that a further large ship- 
building programme will undoubtedly 
receive the sanction of Congress.

AT A PREMIUM. It is decidedly 
Significant that the new war loan 
is. already quoted at a premium be- 
fore a single bond has been\issued or 
even an allotment made. The ‘bonds are 
generally quoted at 102, and $1,000,000 
of them were offered at 1027-8 The 
exploit of Sampson's fleet at Santiago 
will raise the figure to over 103. 


THE REVENUE. But for the drain 
caused by the war, government 
finances Would be in excellent shape. 
For June the receipts were $33,509,313, 
and for several months they have aver- 


aged $1,000,000 a day, including Sun- 
days. During the period of depres- 


sion they sank far below this figure. 
But for the expenses of the war there 
would be a rapid contraction of the 
national debt, as is always the case 
when a sound financial and fiscal policy 
is pursued by the administration. 

YEAR'S COINAGE. There was added 
last year to the stock of money in 
the country, directly by coinage, $72,- 
603933 or. about one dollar for every 
human being in the country. There 
was added by importation in gold 
much of which was gold coin, $100,000,- 
000. Of the coinage, $10,000,00 was in 
standard dollars, which is a pretty 
sound system of practical bimetallism, 
as this stock of silver coin is just as 
good as gold itself under our pres- 
ent system. It is more silver than 
Was ever coined in any ten years un- 
der “free coinage.” 


COMMERCIAL, 

CANNED-GOODS TRADE. The 
output of the United States in canned 
goods including vegetables, fruits, 
fish and meats, is estimated at 1,500,- 
000,000 cans. Fot some years the in- 
dustry has suffered from great de- 
pression owing to excessive competi- 
tion. This has been especially true in 
canned vegetables and fruits where 
small operators in large numbers could 
not get to a mutual understanding. 
in meats and fish it was better, for 
the few big concerns which control 
these branches of the industry did 
come together. This year promises to 
be an exception to the rule, as old 
stocks are light, and packers expect 
to make a reasonable profit on their 
goods.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


FOR A MATCH PASTE, $10,000. The 
Belgian Minister at Washington, 
Count der Lichterwelde, makes known 
a decree by the Belgian Minister of In- 
dustries, that his government offers a 
prize of $10,000 to the inventor of a 
match paste which shall contain no 
phosphorus, nor toxic agent. 

Competition is open to all, and closes 
January 1 next. - American inventors 
especially are invited to compete. 

The conditions prescribed are very 
precise. The paste must contain no 
phosphorus, nor poisonous’ substance, 
and it must be of such composition that 
the match may be lighted. by friction 
upon any surface. 

It must be possible to manufacture 
the paste without danger to the work- 
men, and must not contain any sub- 
stance of which even the emanation is 
injurious to the health of the work- 
men. 

The matches must be able to with- 
stand the heat, cold and humidity, and 
dryness of all climates, and not sub- 
ject to spontaneous combustion, nor to 
giving off toxic fumes. 

The preference wilt be given to the 
paste which is absolutely without any 
component of even the slightest poison- 
ous character. 

Finally it is provided that the 
matches must be safe to carry in the 
pocket without ignition, and it must 
be practicable to transport or store 
them in ordinary packages. without

NEW YORK, July 6.—The sentimental 
effect of Commodore Schley’s victory was 
entirely dissipated today, and the stock 
market dropped back into the condition of 
lethargy and of waiting for developments 
which had marked it for some time previous 
to this week. The satisfaction of the de- 
mand aroused by the news of the victory 
is a striking demonstration of the fact that 
the war is little taken account of in the 
stock market. Many observers believe that 
its successful termination has already been 
discounted, and the only development in its 
progress likely to effect prices of securi- 
ties would be something unfavorable to the 
success of the United States. The financial 
collapse of Spain is felt to be inevitable, 
and the longer the strain is maintained the 
greater damage that will be inflicted by 
the final disaster. The bankruptcy of the 
Spanish government must inevitably have 
far-reaching effect in the financial world, 
and is bound to be reflected in this country 
even in the face of, triumphs and pros- 
perity, for forced liquidation will seek the 
strongest market to realize in. The effect 
of the government loan on the money mar- 
ket is also an unsolved problem and begets 
hesitation in speculative ventures. There 
is bound to be continued uncertainty as to 
the country’s pragperity for the coming year 
until the present Crops are finally harvested, 
or at least until the dimensions of the crops 
and the prices they will bring are known. 
The expectation that a naval victory would 
awaken speculative activity having been dis- 
counted, today’s dull and sluggish market 
was the natural outcome, with the bears 
nibbling to find weak spots, but with so 
little success as to be led to cover as short 
contracts before the day's close. Changes 
as a rule were therefore small and unim- 
portant. The volume of business in bonds 
was small, and there was no important 
change in prices.

SHORT AND IMPORTANT. 


Unity Church Decides to Accept & 
Resignation and Borrow Money. 


The special congregational meeting 
called at United Churé@h last evening 
for the purpose of erappling with the 
present disturbed condition of affairs in 
that body, lasted only three «quarters 
of an hour, but the time proved suffi- 
cient to compass two important moves 
—the acceptance of Rev. Mr. Wendte’s 
resignation, and permission for the 
board of itrustees to borrow money 
with which to pay off the church’s in- 
debtedness. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Newell Matthews, vice-president of the 
board, Judge Works being absent from 
the city. About fifty people were pres- 
ent. . 

Secretary Heiman read the following 
report, prepared by Judge Works: “To 
the members of the Church of the 
Unity: Your board of trustees has to 
report that since your last meeting our 
pastor has tendered his resignation, to 
take effect at the end of the present 
month, and the resignation has been 
accepted by the board, subject to your 
concurrence. The resignation was 
without the request or suggestion of 
the board of trustees, or any of its 
members, and was a purely voluntary 
act on the part of Mr. Wendte, by 
which he has generously surrendered 
his right to continue in the service of 
this church until the end of the year for 
which he was regularly employed. 

“He feels that his condition of 
health is such that he cannot, in jus- 
tice to himself and ‘to the church, do 
the work imposed upon him and that 
should be done.- And in this we agree 
with him. We have ali realized for 
some time that the burden was more 
than he could bear, and that his con- 
scientious performance of his duty was 
retarding his restoration to health. 
We recommend, therefore, that his res- 
ignation be accepted, and that the 
thanks of the church be extended to 
him for the conscientious, faithful and 
able manner in which he has per- 
formed his duties, wi the sincere 
wish and hope that by a period of rest 
and recreation he may be entirely re- 
stored to health and take up the work 
he has so ably carried on in the years 
gone by.” 

The adoption of the report was 
moved by Niles Pease and seconded by 
William Ferguson. The chairman de- 
clared the question open for discus- 
sion ,but the silence was unbroken by

even a whisper, and the motion when 
was carried unanimously. 
The chairman next introduced the 
subject of raising money wherewith 
to pay off the church’s indebtedness, 
and called for a re-reading of the res- 
olution offered and withdrawn at the 
last meeting. Mr. Pease read the res- 
olution, which was as follows: 


of this church be and,it is hereby 
authorized to borrow such amount of 
money, not exceeding the sum of $3500, 
as may be necessary to fund and pay 
the outstanding indebtedness of the 
church, on the best.-and most reason- 
abje terms that can be obtained, and 
to give the obligation of the church 
therefor.” 

The chairman gave it as the unani- 
mous opinion of the board that the res- 
olution embodied the best way out of 
the trouble, and stated that the trus- 
tees did not propose to mortgage the 
church, but to borrow money on its 
credit and itheir good names. 
were also unanimous in the opinion 
that economy must be practised in 
every possible way, and the church 
put on a basis where it could pay its 
bills and do it from its own income. 

The motion was seconded, but before 
it was put, tthe gathering was edified by 
aimless outbursts from a couple of 
kickers, who apparently did not under- 
stand the question before them, but 
who feared that the meeting would 
slip by without the usual stirring scrap. 
When calm again reigned, the chair- 
man made a few pertinent remarks on 
the subject, and called for the report 
of the commitee, consisting of Mmes. 
F. H. Pattee and Carrie S. Greene and 
Judge Humphreys, appointed to solicit 
subscriptions and seat rents. Mrs. 
Greene stated that a number of peo- 
ple had been seen, but that the town 
had been begged dry, and that it had 
been found useless to try to do much 
until something was known as to the 
church’s future pastor. ~ 

Mr. Pascoe made a few remarks rec- 
ommending the adoption of the reso- 
lution before the house, and when it 
was put ‘there were but three nays to 
counterbalance the yeas. 

Mr. Heiman remarked on the inaus- 
piciousness of ithe time to raise money, 
and said it was a question whether 
the church should owe Mr. Wendte or 
the bank, and as it already owed the 
latter $1400, the debts might as well 
be consolidated. 

Mr. Pease,offered a motion to ad- 
journ, which was unanimously carried, 
and the church closed one of the short- 
est and most important meetings in its 
interesting history.

NEW PAIR OF FIRE’ HORSES RUN 
AWAY—NO SERIOUS DAMAGE. 


Well-attended Meeting of the Board 
of Trade—Cycleway Franchise to 
Go Before the South Pasadena 
Council Saturday Evening. 


PASADENA, July 6—[Regular Correspon- 
dence.] A runaway fire department gave 
Pasadena .a thrill late this afternoon and 
resulted in a number of broken thumbs, 
spokes, harnesses and things. It came 
about because a pair of new fire horses, 
Dan and Joe, were as eager for the fray 
as were Col. Wood’s Rough Riders, and 


couldn’t be kept back till preparations were 
complete. 


Just before 5 o’clock somebody telephoned 
up to the engine house from No. 823 South 
Pasadena avenue that a house was a-fire and 
an alarm was rung. The entire department 
was let loose, and, with the rest, the two 
horses of the hook and ladder truck. The 
doors of the house are usually closed, but 
this afternoon they stood wide open, and 
when the horses sprang from their stalls 
and under the harness, there was nothing 

tween them and the enemy but a chain 
stretched across the bro doorway. Snort- 
ing and full of excitement they stood for a 
second while the automatic harness dropped 
down upon them; then Dan’s ardor got the 
best of him and he made‘a lunge for the 
open before the driver could hitch the 
check. This started up Joe, and both horses 
bolted forward with their bits in their teeth. 

The chain across the doorway was made 
of iron links about an inch in diameter, but 
when the two horses dashed madly against 
it with every nerve and muscle tense, it 
snapped like a string. George A. Wiley, the 
driver, made a brave effort to hold them, 
but he was brushed aside like a straw and 
the horses tore out of the engine house and 
down Dayton street, dragging the long hook 
and ladder truck after them as if it were 


a buggy. 

Driver Wiley was down with his knee out 
of order and another member of the depart- 
ment, John Jones, rushed to the rescue. He 
leaped to the top of the flying truck, but 
found himself powerless, as the reins had 
not been attached, and there was no way 
of controlling the runaways. On they ran, 
aeross Fair Oaks and into Vineyard street, 
Dan showing his teeth and Joe nefghing as 

ad a Spanish army in full 
Jones stuck to the bumping, surging 
chariot for a few seconds and made a plucky 
attempt to quiet the steeds, but when he 
Saw them headed for a telephone pole he 
thought it time to desert, and he jumped 
for his life. He landed in a heap and peo- 
ple thought he was killed. 

Meanwhile the wildly excited team took a 
bee-line for the Green Hotel, and it looked 
as if there might be business for the plate- 
giass insurance adjusters, but when the 
truck came up against the sidewalk it 
careened and went over on its side with a 
crash, bringing the horses to a standstill. 
The rest of the department hurried down 
to find that the

rass, and then came back to look after the 
ead and wounded. They found the ladder 
truck had suffered a broken wheel and 
broken pole, to say nothing of damages to 
its beauty. Driver Wiley was seriously 
lamed. Jones, the hero of the high jump, 
was in the chamber of the engine house in 
the hands of two doctors. One of his 
thumbs was knocked out of joint and both 
hands were badly lacerated, while he suf- 
fered other severe bruises, though he 1s 
still on duty, bandaged like a soldier of the 
war. Joe and Dan came out of the fracas 
unscarred, and they are more cordially ad- 
mired than ever by the boys who run with 
the machine for their impetuous and reck- 
less response to the call of duty. 
BOARD OF TRADE. 

The directors of the Board of Trade had 
a well-attended meeting this evening. A

The proof of the aha pamphlet was read 
and 35,000 copies were ordered printed for 
distribution at the exposition. 


CYCLEWAY PROGRESS. 

Now that the franchise of the California 
Cycleway Company is safe in this city, the 
next thing will be to steer it through the 
Council of South Pasadena, but no further 
objection is expected there, as a majority 
of the citizens have petitioned for it. The 
Trustees will hear a report on the matter 
next Saturday evening.

NO FUNDS FOR THE CITY UNTIL 
NEXT NOVEMBER, 


Brock Case on Trial Before a Jury. 
Woman Detected in the Act of 
Cashing a Forged Check—Elec- 
tion of Teachers. 


SAN BERNARDINO, July 6.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] The City Board of Trustees 
held a short session Tuesday evening, the 
principal feature being the reading of the 
Treasurer's report, which brought out the 
fact that the city is almost without funds, 
and must remain so until next November, 
when a new tax levy will be made. 

According to the report, there was, on July 
1, an apparent balance in the cit)® treasury 
of $6772.73. Of this amount, however, $3000 
will be used on July 10 for paying interest cn 
the city bonds; over $1500 has been drdwn 
out to meet emergency bills; $1500 belongs to 
the library fund, that cannot be touched, and 
about $600 belongs to the redemption fund, 
this being the property of private individuals. 
Thus not a dollar is left in the treasury to 
liquidate the bills that became due at the 
close of the month of June, and all bills that 
come due between now and November 1 will 
nmecesasrily be tabled until the Tax Collector 
raises more money with which to pay them. 

The following collections were reported by 
the Marshal for June: Fines, $46; wholesale 
liquor licenses, $30; retail liquor licenses, $650; 
mercantile licenses, $1138; miscellaneous li- 
censes, $16; total, $1880. 

The report of the City Recorder showed that 
there were twenty-nine cases tried in June, of 
which seven were discharged, and the fines 
imposed on the remaining twenty-two aggre- 
gated $70. The water collections for June 
amounted to $795.75.

SAN DIEGO, July 6.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Rapid turns are being made in the 
water question. At last night's council 
meeting an entirely new proposition was fre- 
ceived from the Southern California Moun- 
_tain Water Company, offering to lay plpes 
and supply the heart of the city with 
Coronado water. The company asks for 
permission to lay the pipes, and promises 
to sell to consumers at the present ordi- 
_Mance rates, and to the for sprink- 
| ling or fire purposes. The water will come 
first from Coronado Springs, and later, when 
| the System is complete, from Otey dam, 
|In addition, the company, in concert with 
the street railway company, offers to lay 
pipes for salt water along the same streets, 
and to put in a reservoir with sufficient 
capacity to give a pressure of 6 pounds 
at Fifth and F streets, thus insuring safety 
from fires. 


The Council referred the fresh water 
proposition to the joint water committee 
and the street railway company was granted 
authority to lay pipes along the lines 
of ite tracks on D, Fiéth and H streets. 
The pipe is expected in a few days. 

In anticipation of supplying water to the 
city, a big lot of work is to be done at 
Otay dam. Yesterday morning Contractor 
Goodbody left with seventeen teams, thir- 
ty men, and plows, scrapers, railroad ma- 
terial, etc. A railroad will be built on the 
top of the dam, to assist in compieting the 
immense structure. 
YACHTING PARTY'S NARROW ESCAPE. 

Were it not for the alertness of the watch 
on the United States revenue cutter Cor- 
win on the night of the Fourth a boat- 
load of pleasure-seekers might have gone 
down to a watery grave. Two of the 
couples of the Clytie Yacht Club, who came 
down on the yacht Dawn from San Pedro, 
had an uncomfortably narrow escape. About 
ll o'clock Monday night a faint hallo of 
distress came over the waters in the bay. 
This was reported to the officers of 
the Corwin, and in a few minutes 
a crew of volunteers headed by ‘Engineer 
Nash, were rowing swiftly in the direction 
from which the calls came. Théy arrived 
just in the nick of time. Two men and 
two women were found clinging to the keel 
of a capsized boat. This had become water- 
logged, and refused to support all four 
So the gentlemen in the party 
were keeping afloat as best they could, while 
the ladies were holding on for dear life to 
the slippery keel. As the rescuing rty 
came alongside one of the men was almost 
ready to go under. “My God!" he ex- 
claimed, clutching desperately at the gun- 
wale; “‘you fellows have done a noble act. 
You've come just in time.” 

A few minutes later the officers reached 
the ship with the half-sunken boat in tow. 
Assistant Engineer Brian, the strongest 
man in the rescuing party, stepped aboard 
carrying the dripping form of the chaperon. 
He was followed by Engineer Nash, the 
proud bearer of a pretty blonde. The half- 
drowned pleasure-seekers were made a8 com- 
fortable as possible. One of the men lost 
$56 in money and a check from his coat 
pocket. In spite of this he insisted on buy- 
ing champagne wherewith to stimulate the 
rescued-and reward the heroes of the oc- 
casion. 

DEATH OF CAPT. SHERMAN, 

Capt. Matthew Sherman, who had lived in 
San Diego since 1865, serving the people in 
many important positions of trust, died 
yesterday as a result of a paralytic stroke. 
He'was 70 years of age, a native of Charles- 
town, Mass,, and leaves a widow and two 
children. Capt. Sherman served with honor 
in the navy during the Mexican war. He 
was at Monterey and the fall of Mazatian. He 
was the first commander of the G.A.R. 
post here, which he organized, He served 
through the war, in California and Arizona 


outposts. 

In his civil capacity, Capt. Sherman 
was a staunch friend of San Diego. He 
labored unceasingly for better railroad facili- 
ties ,and at the time of his death was 
chairman of. the Chamber of Commerce Rail- 
road Committee. As Mayor of the city in 
1292-93 Capt. Sherman did nmsuch gooa. 

The funeral services will be hef@ tomorrow.

Hawali and the Philippines would re- 
sult in the cheap kind of labor through 
the importation into this country of 
coolies and natives of these two groups 
of islands, who coyld live on a much 
lower scale than e American work- 
ingman, was dismissed by Mr. ing 
with the statement that the working 
element of both Hawaii and the Phil- 
ippines were too lazy and far too in- 
competent to prove at all a menace to 
active American workmen. On the 
other hand, he contended America had 
a God-given mission to perform. 

Its own institutions of liberty and 
self-government, if carried into those 
benighted countries, would lift them 
from the quagmire of superstition and 
present misery. It would make them 
independent and free, and above all 
things, it would teach them the bles- 
sings of a government that maintained 
a strict separation of religion and poli- 


less unfavorable record, for which it is 
trying to make amends at this late 
hour, whereas, the United States had 
nothing of that sort to live down, and 
could begin with a clean score, which 
there would be but little difficulty to 
maintain unblemished. 

.King was followed by Prof. I. A. 
Hourwich, formerly of po- 
litical economy at the University of 
Chicago, who spoke from what he 
called: “An Anti-imperialistic View.” 
He declared himself entirely opposed to 
the extension of expansion of Ameri- 
can territory. He sald in part: “No 
good whatever can come from the an- 
nexation of foreign territory, the péo- 
ple of which can never be in sym- 
pathy with us, or even be our equals. 
Tt would load a burden on the @overn- 
ment that it would be difficult to shake 
off. and it would add another lot of 
political problems to the already large 
number with which we are wrestling at 
present.”
